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The Druggists’ Show Bottles 








MORDUE

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These illustrations from the Druggist Circular of 1863 depict amongst other glassware of the day, 
the ever popular show bottle. Illustrations above and on the front cover are from the Mordue collection. 





Show bottle or globes used by 
druggists of an age long since past 
but not forgotten are being collected 
and used today. ‘Much the same as 
trivets and gas lights. The origin 
of show globes as they are known to- 
day, is at best only speculative, even 
by the experts. 

Show globes are known to be 
European in origin, and more finely 
suspected to have originated in the 
Anglo-Saxon areas during the early 
17th century. In England in that era 
the boot-maker hung over his portal 
a boot; the locksmith, a key; the bdr- 
ber-surgeon, a bandaged pole; and 
the window of the apothecary was 
adorned with many jugs of liquids 
steeping in the light of daytime. 
Many drugs were percolated in the 
windows because it was felt they 
were better extracted in the daylight. 

As the allied sciences of chemistry 
and pharmacy advanced it was found 
that sunlight was actually harmful 
in the extracting of certain drugs. 
Therefore, these jugs in the apothe- 
caries’ windows were removed. 

They were missed apparently by 


many, because they were soon re- 
placed by vessels of colored waters 
that were even more _ attractive. 
These newer bottles or “eyes” of the 
apothecary were almost sensual in 
shape and grace, and in instances 
were lighted from the backside to 
show their fine etchings. 

This era to which I am referring 
is an era of superstition, poverty, 
ignorance, and illiteracy amongst the 
masses. Even if the barber-surgeon 
named his profession on his door or 
store window his would-be clients 
could not have read his title, hence 
the “eyes” of the locksmith, the boot- 
maker, and the apothecary. 

These graceful bottles with their 
symbolic colors migrated to this coun- 
try with their owners or their chil- 
dren. It was not long after the turn 
of the 19th century that almost all 
pharmacies in this country displayed 
like vessels in their shop windows. 

The show globe, like everything 
else in America, had become an in- 
stitution almost over night. Toward 
the middle of the 19th century grace- 
ful show bottles of many tiers were 


offered in druggists’ circulars and 
various trade magazines at the price 
of $8 or more. 

During the remodeling surge of 
the 1900’s and 1930’s many of these 
vessels were broken and cast aside 
to make room for the more modern 
version of the traditional “eye,” or 
to dispense with it entirely. Like 
many things which were replaced 
that showed Victorian splendor and 
old world craftsmanship, the grace- 
ful show globes of yesterday dis- 
appeared. Certainly many a _ read- 
er, upon reflection, remembers these

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globes of yesterday as he sees his 
neighborhood pharmacy again dis- 
playing them. 

A most interesting subject to pon- 
der in regard to show globes is the 
probable reason for the colors there- 
in contained. As you have possibly 
noticed, the two colors most used in 
pharmacies today are red and blue, 
with their significance most likely 
traced to the fact that red is the 
color of arterial blood and blue the 
color of venous blood. 

This would show the alliance of 
the two professions which were once 
one. Other colors could have been 
made to signify the four major col- 
ors of the ancient alchemist, blue for 
water, green for earth, white for the 
atmosphere, and red for fire. 

It is worthy of note that these 
globes, time honored symbol of the 
apothecary, are now staging a dy- 
namic comeback.

While discussing rare items, some- 
one “in-the-know” once told me that 
a collector—one of the top men in 
the field — would board a plane in 
the middle of the night to go after 
a disc by Fernando Valero. (I'd 
leave my comfy pillow to go chas- 
ing lesser game; but that’s besides 
the point). 

Apparently this fact stuck in the 
back of my mind, for it was with 
more than passing interest that my 
eye caught the name of the legen- 
dary Spanish tenor on Herrold 5001. 
It seems that‘this is the first time 
Valero has been dubbed on any speed, 
so, to finally hear his voice is an 
exciting treat indeed. The name of 
Marie Gotze, teo, strikes an unfam- 
iliar ring in connection with record- 
ings, as do the “Otello” by Kasch- 
mann, “Rienzi” by Vignas, and 
Hahn’s exquisite “L’Heure Exquise,” 
done exquisitely in French by An- 
cona.

Great Voices Revived

Readers of this department often 
ask for thumbnail sketches of record- 
ing artists transcribed on LP. When- 
ever possible, I’m always glad to 
write about singers, and in this re- 
view the opportunity offers me some 
honeys to work on. 

Valero’s voice in the Brindisi is of 
attractive quality, lyric and ringy. 
Though past fifty when this record- 
ing was made, the firmness and 
elasticity of the tone do honor to its 
apparent good schooling. The only 
age-betraying sign is perhaps found 
in the too frequent breath intake. 

Fernando Valero was born in Sev- 
illa in 1854, After studying with Ma- 
rio and Manuel Garcia, he began his 
career in Madrid in 1878, soon earn- 
ing the deserved nickname of “the 
little Gayarré.” ‘Magnificent in “Pearl 
Fishers.” he also shone particularly 
in “Carmen,” “Cavalleria,” “Giocon- 
da,” and “Mefistofele.” In his early 
youth he was well received in Mila- 
no, first at the Manzoni, and then at 
La Scala in “Werther,” in 1895, Suc- 
cessful in other principal theatres of 
Europe, he also distinguished him- 
self during his single season at the 
Metropolitan, where he was its first 
Turiddu, with Eames as Santuzza, 
on the night of his début there, De- 
cember 30, 1891. Very apropos, we 
have him doing Turiddu’s Drinking 
Song on this LP. A great favorite 
in Russia and Poland, he retired in 
St. Petersburg, opened a vocal school, 
and died there in February, 1914. It 
is interesting to note that Valero’s 
G&Ts were issued both on red and 
black labels. 

The first Turiddu in London was 
also a Spaniard, Francisco Vignas, 
whose two Fonotipia sides of the 
Prayer from “Rienzi” are heard on 
this disc. Expertly but not exciting- 
ly, as is his wont, Vignas delivers 
the melodious “early Wagner” mu- 
sic in his carefully produced resound- 
ing tenor. Born in Barcelona in 1863, 
Vignas started his career there in 
1883. He was in the English pre- 
miére of “Cavalleria Rusticana,” at 
the Shaftesbury Theatre in London, 
in the autumn of 1891; and later 
that year, on November 25, he re- 
peated the innovation for Queen Vic- 
toria at Windsor Castle. On July 15, 
1893, he once more sang “Cavalle- 
ria” for the Monarch, plus the sec- 
ond act from “L’Amico Fritz,” 
flanked by Calvé and Ancona, with 
Mascagni himself at the podium. 
Eventually, he was heard at Covent 
Garden. Like Valero, Vignas_ re- 
mained at the Metropolitan only one 
season, making his début there also

as Turiddu, on November 29, 1898. 
Vignas died in ‘Maya, in 1933. 

Giuseppe Kaschmann, possessor of 
exceptional vocal attributes, was born 
in Lussimpiccolo, on July 14, 1852. 
An Austrian citizen, he deserted the 
Austrian army in 1875, taking ref- 
uge in Milano, where he studied sing- 
ing with Alberto Giovannini. Follow- 
ing a début at the Regio of Torino 
in “La Favorita,” in February, 1876, 
he won recognition for the virile 
beauty of his voice and general ex- 
cellence of his singing and stage de- 
meanor. Engaged for the Metropoli- 
tan Opening Season in 1883, he sang 
Ashton on its second night, to Sem- 
brich’s Lucia and Campanini’s Ed- 
gardo. He again was heard at the 
Met during the 1895-96 season. Par- 
doned for desertion through the in- 
tervention of Pope Pius X, he re- 
turned after over 30 years, in Sep- 
tember, 1907, to the place of his 
birth. During Lent in 1914, he ap- 
peared in the sacred opera of which 
he had previously been the first in- 
terpreter, “Il Battista.” The work 
was directed by its author, the priest- 
composer Don Giocondo Fino. Short- 
ly after, the famed baritone brought 
to a close his long and fruitful career, 
ending his days in Rome, on Feb- 
ruary 6, 1925, in quiet retirement. 
The aging felt in Kaschmann’s Credo 
—a very rare recording indeed — 
may be attributed to his voice; but 
not the skip in his lines — that was 
done by the needle jumping over 
some imperfection in the disc. 

One of the world’s foremost con- 
traltos, Guerrina Fabbri, was born 
in Ferrara, in 1850, and died in To- 
rino on November 15, 1945. Endowed 
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JEAN LASSALLE 





with a splendid voice capable of the 
most demanding coloratura, she was 
able to display her uncommon tal- 
ents in such operas of the old school 
as Rossini’s “La Cenerentola,” ‘“Se- 
miramide,” “L’Italiana in Algeri,” 
Bellini‘s “I Capuleti ed i Montecchi,” 
ete., in addition to the more modern 
repertoire, At the Met she sane only 
as guest artist, in 1891-92 and 1909- 
10 seasons. The Brindisi from “Lu- 
erezia,” here reproduced, is her least 
searce disc, but one which advantage- 
ously shows off her authoritative 
and opulent vocalization. 

In Antonio Magini-Coletti, we find 
another distinguished baritone of the 
Italian school. This “Favorita” rec- 
ording of his is not an easy one to 
come by, but lavish as it is with 
vocal pulchritude and added embel- 
lishments, it does not live up to the 
incomparable excellence of De Lu- 
ca’s and Zanelli’s less ornate and 
much more common Victor versions— 
especially the latter, which for sheer 
artistic correctness and beauty of 
vocalization tops all renditions of 
A tanto amor on records. 

My notes on Magini-Coletti are 
secant. All I can gather at the mo- 
ment is that he was born in Jesi, in 
1855, and made his début in 1888 in 
Rome. While his career was con- 
fined mainly to his native Italy, he 
did manage to spend the 1891-92 
season at the Metropolitan, making 
his initial appearance at that theatre 
on the opening night, as Capulet, in 
the first New York performance of 
“Roméo et Juliette,” with Eames, de 
Vigne, the de Reszke brothers and 
Capoul sharing the principal honors 
with him. He died in 1912 in Rome, 
the scene of his early successes. 

Marie Gotze, the impressive Deli- 
lah on this Long Play record is com- 
pletely unknown to me. From the 
few lines accompanying the disc, I 
learned that she was born in Berlin 
on November 12, 1865, studied under 
Jenny Meyer and Levysohn, and in 
1885 made her début at the Royal 
Opera, This German mezzo passed 


away in her native city, in 1922. As 
Ritter-Gotze, she was engaged by the 
Metropolitan for the 1890-91 season, 





starting there on its opening night, 
November 26, as Loretta in the first 
American presentation of Franchet- 
tis “Asraci:”’ 


The Asrael of the above premiére, 
Andreas Dippel, was born in Cassel, 
on November 380, 1866. He diea in 
Hollywood, May 12, 1932. After es- 
tablishing himself on the operatic 
stage in Germany, the young tenor 
sang in Austria, and subsequently 
traveled to Nor th America, where he 
soon acquired prominence both as 
singer and impresario. He began at 
the Met in the 1890-91 season, re- 
turning there in later years, first as 
an artist and then 1s joint-manager 
with Gatti-Casazza. He also man- 
aged the Chicago Opera from 1910 to 
1913. Dippel’s voice in this record- 
ing is woody and constrained, and 
he races through the “Martha” selec- 
tion with a “get-it-over-with” drive. 
But no matter what the impression 
of the performance, Dippel’s histor- 
ical importance is such as to com- 
mand deference, and perhaps some 
shifting of the blame on the “old rec- 
ording” for whatever sounds you may 
not quite like. 


The name of Jean Lassalle will al- 
ways be enveloped in a golden aura, 
for he was a unique artist in every 
respect. This great French baritone 
was born in Lyons, December 14, 
1847, and died in Paris, September 7, 
1909. After studying first at the 
Paris Conservatory and later pri- 
vately with Novelli, he embarked 
upon an enormously successful ca- 
reer. In 1903 he became professor at 
the same Conservatory. Among his 
roles were prominent those he created 
in the premiéres of Massenet’s “Roi 
de Lahore,” Gounod’s “Polyeucte,” 
Thomas’ “Francoise de Rimini,” Pa- 
ladilhe’s ‘“Patrie,” and Saint-Saéns’ 
“Henry VIII” and “Ascanio.” At the 
Metropolitan, he sang intermittently 
between 1891 and 1897. In this rec- 
ording, his Don is elegant and vocal- 
ly polished. Perhaps the style is not 
very good Mozart (although ,who can 
tell for sure the ccmposer’s inten- 
tions) but it certainly is darn good 
Lassalle! 


A contralto in the grand style was 
Marianne Brandt. She was born Ma- 
rie Bischof in Vienna, September 12, 
1842, and died there July 9: 1921. 
Her studies began with Frau Mar- 


schner at the Vienna Conservatory, 50 Prospect Avenue 

and were completed under Viardot- Valhalla New York 

Garcia in Paris. She sang in works 4 tfx

At 
the Met, she appeared in the course 
of the 1884-85 season only. With the 
depth of her interpretation, Brandt 
turns Schumann’s simple “Frihling- 
snacht” into a lofty musical passage. 


A note on Arnoldson appeared on 
these pages before. The Addio del 
passato is not the best among her 
records. Lehmann’s Gnadenarie is a 
24-carat vocal achievement (and the 
magnificent Lilli was elderly and ill 
at the time!). Ancona is sheer de- 
light in “L’Heure Exquise.” The To- 
réador of Plancon is fine (and how 
could it be otherwise?) De Lucia is 
his usual portentous law-unto-him- 
self in “Lindoro’s Canzone. And of 
Nordica’s “Mignon” — since none of 
her commercially published discs are 
rarities, some happier representation 
of the American soprano would have 
been more desirable for this care- 
fully assembled LP. 


As to the technical aspect of the 
disc — the recording is fine, but the 
pitch is one-half tone too high in the 
Fabbri, Kaschmann, Lassalle, Magi- 
ni-Coletti, Gotze and Arnoldson 
bands. 


For those who may have missed 
Herrold 5000 — this LP is still avail- 
able from the address given above. 
Literature with a description of its 
contents will be supplied on request. 


Two superlative artists, two dom- 
inant personalities, and an over-all 
similarity in the vocal background — 
a combination that would seem to 
preclude the possibility of a happy 
liaison on the same disc. And yet, 
after listening through its contents 
no clash is felt — each figure stands 
on her own merit. In fact, more than 
anything they complement one anoth- 
er, like two superb marble columns 
equally precious but of different col- 
or: Nordica—a rich deep rose, and 
Fremstad —an intense jade green.

Practically all of Nordica’s and 
Fremstad’s important published items 
are gathered on this LP. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the only one missing is 
Fremstad’s Liebestod, and its inclu- 
sion would have meant a duplication 
— perhaps an interesting one at that 
for the sake of comparison. 

So well known are the two Prime- 
donne that any biographical notes 
about them would be superfluous. It 
will suffice to say that both were 
foremost in their field, and both were 
American sopranos — although in 
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Fremstad’s case this attributive fits 
rather loosely for she was born in 
Stockholm. 

About the recordings on Nordica's 
side of the disc —the serene lilt of 
her voice in Stange’s song gives way 
to subtle emoting in Strauss’ Sere- 
nade, followed by an animated patter 
in Debussy’s “Mandoline.” 

Here again we have her “Titania,” 
and then Gioconda, a role in which, 
it is said, she excelled. This Suicidio 
is tailored along dramatic lines, and 
so is the “Trovatore” duet, but nei- 
ther, I’m afraid, could be set up as 
a standard for those two selections. 
Incidentally, does anyone know any- 
thing about Reseninil, the Manrico 
in the Miserere? The name is com- 
pletely unfamiliar, and yet the gen- 
tleman is a singer deserving of more 
than superficial praise. 

Proceeding with the Nordica pro- 
gram, her not exactly Nordic temper- 
ament finds a suitable outlet in Isol- 
de’s utterances, and probably an even 
more appropriate one in the sweep- 
ing outbursts of “Hunyadi Laszlo,” 
considered the best recording of her 
famous voice. 

Now for the Fremstad side of the 
Rococo LP, which consists wholly of 
operatic excerpts. More deliberate in 
her delivery than Nordica—as the 
first measures of Connais-tu le pays 
disclose— Fremstad tends to out- 
line her phrases rather than use a 
sketchy appoach. In “Lohengrin,” 
too, her narrative leans towards the 
conventional; and even her Carmen, 
while in keeping with the character, 
is devoid of undue showiness. The 
two “Tosca” extracts serve her as 
effective vehicles in a purely soprano 
part. On the other hand, the selec- 
tion from “Don Carlos” leaves no 
doubt that she was equally at home 
in the mezzo territory. 

In the 3 remaining Wagnerian 
pieces, her reputed understanding of 
the German master’s music becomes 
readily apparent. 

The well executed recording shows 
little attempt to camouflage some ex- 
cessive surface noise, but that may 
be quickly remedied by turning a 
knob or two. And as for the pitch-—- 
it was properly attended to.

PART I 


I. The Hotel Clerk 


At 5 o’clock of the afternoon of 
Wednesday, September 15, 1948, a 
65-year-old night clerk for the Bar- 
num Hotel died in the Bridgeport, 
Conn., Hospital. 

Probably few of the doctors and 
nurses who had attended the dead 
man knew that less than a quarter 
of a century before he had been a 
famous tenor who had experienced 
one of the most remarkable careers 
in American musical history. He had 
sung successfully in opera, both 
light and grand, and had been even 
more successful on the concert stage. 
He had won a deserved reputation 
as one of the most versatile and 
accomplished recorders of popular 
music and had made hundreds of 
records of sentimental ballads and 
comic songs. 

Then, after the so-called “hill- 
billy” tunes came into vogue, he had 
been recognized as the leading ex- 
ponent of that type of song. From 
1925 to 1930 he probably made more 
records—thousands of them— than 
any other singer—and was almost 
unquestionably the biggest selling 
recording artist of that five-year 
period. His first Victor “hillbilly” 
was the most popular vocal record 
ever made up to that time and, be- 
cause of its curiously complex and 
confusing history, caused more ill 
feeling and resulted in more expens- 
ive, long continued legal action than 
any other disc in the annals of sound 
recording. And the singer himself 
had a personality and character 
seemingly as complex and baffling

as his most famous recorded pro- 
duction. 

The dead man, whose legal name 
was Marion Try Slaughter, had made 
records under a bewildering variety 
of disguises—nobody knows precisely 
how many, but two score probably 
would be a conservative estimate. 
He was, however, best known to 
record buyers under his stage name, 
Vernon Dalhart. 


II. Descent Into Obscurity 


The Vernon Dalhart, who lay dead 
in the Bridgeport Hospital, had come 
a long way, accomplished much and 
suffered much since his birth at 
Jefferson, Tex., on April 6, 1883. He 
had been a leader of his profession 
for years, and had made—and lost— 
a fortune. After several years at 
the crest of popularity, his vogue 
had vanished as the record industry 
collapsed in the depression of the 
early 1930’s, and he had descended 
into obscurity. Just six days before 
his death, I met two of his former 
associates at a party for pioneer 
recording artists in Garden City, 
N. Y., and asked them where Dalhart 
was and what he was doing. Both

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his former singing partner, the late 
Carson Robison, and Bob Miller, who 
wrote many of the songs Dalhart 
recorded, said they had no idea what 
had become of him. 


Yet when the metropolitan press 
learned Vernon Dalhart had died, his 
passing was treated as a colorful 
“story” and given generous space. 
One newspaper published an esti- 
mate, which I think exaggerated, 
that he had made a million dollars 
from his “Prisoner’s Song’ record- 
ings alone. And all the papers re- 
called details of the bizarre law suit 
touched off by the amazing success 
of his record of “The Wreck of the 
Old 97.” 

A fine newspaper summary of Dal- 
hart’s life and achievements - though 
it contains a few inaccuracies - was 
published by the New York Herald 
Tribune. I quote it, somewhat con- 
densed: 


III. Herald-Tribune Obituary 


VERNON DALHART DIES; SINGER 
OF ‘PRISONER SONG’ . . . Believed 
First Professional Hillbilly Minstrel; 
Also Known for ‘Floyd Collins’ 

Bridgeport, Conn., Sept. 16.—Vernon 
Dalhart, 65, considered the first of the 
professional hill-billy singers, died at 
Bridgeport Hospital last night after a 
long illness. He introduced ‘‘The Pris- 
oner’s Song,’’ one of the nation’s all- 
time hits, and his records, made mostly 
in the late 1920's, were reputed to have 
sold 2,000,000 copies. 

He retired in 1931, in modest circum- 
stances, despite earnings from his songs 
of several hundred thousand dollars. In 
his last years he was a teacher of 
voice culture with a studio at Bridge- 
port. 


Took Charles Edison’s Tip 


In 1925, Vernon Dalhart was a more 
or less obscure tenor who had appeared 
in musicals including ‘The Girl of the 
Golden West”’ with John Charles Thom- 
as and in vaudeville at the old Hippo- 
drome. He was trying without much 
success to invade the young record in- 
dustry when Charles Edison, son of 
the inventor of the phonograph, sug- 
gested he put aside operatic and light 
operatic numbers and try a Southern 
song instead. 

As Mr. Dalhart recalled later, he first 
recorded “The Wreck of the Old 97.” 
He added ‘‘The Prisoner’s Song’’ mere- 
ly to fill the other side. 

The resulting record made history. 
Almost immediately, ‘‘The Prisoner’s 
Song’ was being sung and wailed in 
speakeasies, fraternity houses and thea- 
ters all over the country. It sold 225,- 
000 copies in four months and is still 
being sold. R.C.A.-Victor, first of a 
dozen companies for whom Mr. Dalhart 
recorded it, estimated total sales at 
two or three million records, and Sha- 
piro, Bernstein & Co., which holds the 
copyright, said sheet music sales totaled 
more than 3,000,000. Its royalties prob- 
ably have totaled $100,000. 

Its origin is lost in a confusion of 
stories, several versions contributed by 
Mr. Dalhart himself. Sometimes he 
claimed authorship. More often he cred- 
ited the song to his cousin, Guy Massey, 
a wandering singer with a tragic life 
who died at 27, just as his song was 
becoming famous. 


‘Death of Floyd Collins’ 

Mr. Massey’s name is listed as au- 
thor on the published version. Both 
the tune and the theme, however, ap- 
pear in the folk music of Tennessee 
and Kentucky and in old cowboy and 
prison songs. A consensus of au- 
thorities is that Mr. Massey picked 
these up in his travels and combined 
them in a song which Mr. Dalhart 


edited into its final version. 
After “The Prisoner’s Song” Mr. Dal- 


hart was kept busy by record compan- 
ies. Until 1928 he worked with Carson 
Robison of Pleasant Valley, N. Y., who 
wrote some of the many songs they 
recorded. Among their best sellers were 
‘My Blue Ridge Mountain Home,” 
“The Bird on Nellie’s Hat,’’ “Little 
Green Valley” and ‘‘The Death of Floyd 
Collins,” the latter a topical lament of 
the youth who died trapped in a Ken- 
tucky cave. 

Mr. Dalhart was born Marion Try 
Slaughter on a ranch near Texarkana, 
Tex. He studied voice at the Dallas 
Conservatory of Music and moved to 
New York on recommendation of his 
teacher. It was then he assumed his 
professional name, taken from _ two 
Texas towns of Vernon and Dalhart. 
Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Sally Lee 
Slaughter, and a daughter, Mrs. Lewis 
A. Shea of Westport, Conn. 


IV. Some Changes and Corrections 


Although the Herald-Tribune obit- 
uary notice was excellent, a re-read- 
ing has brought a few errors to my 
attention. 

The speculation that Dalhart’s 
records sold 2,000.000 copies is a 
ludicrous under-estimate, if it is in- 
tended to refer to all the records 
he made for all companies. Even if 
it applied only to his best selling 
disc, the Victor which combined 
“The Wreck of the Old 98” and 
“The Prisoner’s Song,” it would still 
be too low. 

There is no way of knowing how 
many millions of Dalhart records 
were sold, but even before he scored 
his sensational success with Victor’s 
No. 19427 he was singing as a free- 
lance for most American companies. 
After he turned out the biggest sel- 
ling vocal “platter” that had ever 
been made, he worked, without ex- 
ception, for all record companies in 
the Eastern United States. In the 
late 1920’s his voice could be heard 
(even though the label may not have 
called him Vernon Dalhart) on rec- 
ords with the widest possible range 
of prices. He was on the cheapest 
dises, such as Grey Gull, Radiex and 
Madison (the latter were sometimes 
sold by ten cent stores for a dime 
apiece), and the _ three-for-a-dollar 
type which included Perfect, Cameo, 
Banner and Domino. His Edison Blue 
Amberol cylinders cost 35 cents. He 
was on Columbia’s 50 cent Harmony 
and Velvet Tone labels; and on the 
standard 75 cent brands, among 
them Victor, Columbia, Brunswick 
and Okeh. His Edison Diamond Discs 
cost $1 and $1.50. (All his Edison 
hillbillies were a dollar.) The amount 
of work he must have done during 
his most productive five-year span 
staggers the imagination. Sometimes 
a tired sound crept into his voice, as 
on his Columbia record of “The Bum 
Song.” 


The Herald Tribune says Dalhart 
was a voice instructor during his 
last years. My statement that he 
was a hotel night clerk is taken 
from the death certificate issued by 
the Connecticut State Department of 
Health, containing information given 
by his son-in-law. It is of course 
likely that Dalhart taught singing 
before changing to the hotel job or 
that he combined the two. 

The certificate also says he lived 
in apartment. 1 at 2825 Fairfield 
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Avenue, Bridgeport. His father was 
Robert Slaughter and his mother’s 
maiden name was Mary Jane Castle- 
bury. Both were born in Jefferson, 
Tex. (There is some uncertainty as 
to whether Dalhart was born in the 
town or on a ranch nearby.) Dr. 
Benjamin Horn certified he had at- 
tended Dalhart from January 14 to 
September 15, 1948. The funeral di- 
rectors were Mullins & Redgate and 
the burial was in Mt. Grove ceme- 
tery, Bridgeport. Cause of death was 
given as coronary occlusion. His 
wife died October 26, 1950, aged 65, 
in Westport, Conn. 

Dalhart began his “second career” 
as a singer of hillbilly ditties in 1924, 
not 1925. He was not “a more or less 
obscure tenor,” but one of the best 
known singers in the phonograph 
field. He was not trying to “invade 
the young record industry” (the 
Phonograph in 1924 was 47 years 
old), but had already begun a suc- 
cessful recording career in 1916. Al- 
though he was not quite so popular 
as Victor’s exclusive stars Billy 
Murray, Henry Burr and Aileen 
Stanley, and did not make quite as 
many records as such outstandingly 
successful free-lancers as Billy Jones 
and Ernest Hare, Irving and Jack 
Kaufman, Charles Harrison, Arthur 
Fields and Charles Hart and Elliott 
Shaw, he was still a prolific and 
highly regarded performer. It may 
be true that Charles Edison sug- 
gested that he try making Southern- 
style records, but the late Arthur 
Walsh, who afterwards became a 
Senator from New Jersey, headed 
Edison’s artist and repertoire depart- 
ment in 1924. Dalhart’s first record 
of “The Wreck of the Old 97,” did 
not, as will be shown later, have 
“The Prisoner’s Song” on the reverse 
side. The royalties from records and 
sheet music of “The Wreck” have 
been far more than $100,000. 

If Dalhart and Carson Robison 
made a record of the 1904 comic 
song, “The Bird on Nellie’s Hat,” I 
have never seen it or come across it 
in a record catalog. It certainly was 
not one of their most popular num- 
bers. Dalhart recorded “The Death 
of Floyd Collins” as a solo rather 
than a duet with Robison, although 
the latter probably played the guitar 
accompaniment in the various ver- 
sions. “Little Green Valley” was one 
of Robison’s compositions which he 
recorded chiefly in association with 
Frank Luther after he had ended his 
partnership with Dalhart. 

Dalhart did not appear in vaude- 
ville at the Hippodrome, but in a 
Gilbert and Sullivan production dur- 
ing 1913-14, and, according to this 
entry in a 1929 issue of the Columbia 
booklet, “Familiar Tunes, Old and 
New,” he was by no means “obscure” 
after his engagement there: 


This famous Southern tenor is known 
both South and North, and his long 
list of records proves his great popu- 
larity. Vernon Dalhart, who comes 
from Texas, was nothing short of a 
sensation when he made his New York 
debut at its famous Hippodrome. Dal- 
hart was one of the first to carry 
Southern tunes North, and now devotes 
his whole time to them. If you don’t 
know him yet, either via the air or

A 1926 edition of the same book- 
let contains a _ slightly different 
writeup: 


Here’s a Southern tenor who is 
claimed by the South and the North 
alike. Vernon Dalhart was born in 
Texas. Early in his career he came to 
New York to perfect his singing art. 
The measure of Dalhart’s success is 
recorded in Columbia™~records, which 
sell by the thousands... Dalhart has 
organized a musical group called ‘‘Dal- 
hart’s Texas Panhandlers.”” The popu- 
larity of this organization promises to 
be second only to that of its leader. 


The April, 1958, HOBBIES con- 
tained a brief description of Dal- 
hart’s home town which I cannot 
resist quoting: 

Jefferson is Texas’ first river 
steamboat metropolis and for years 
(was) its second commercial city. 

The city was laid out in 1842. Saw- 
mills in the surrounding wilderness of 
tall cypress and pine trc2s turned out 
durable lumber for the stately homes 
that rose quickly. The Big Cypress 
Bayou was deep enough to accommo- 
date steamboats from New Orleans and 
intervening points. They brought set- 
tlers from the East and glamorous 
goods for Jefferson and points further 
West. Long wagon treins bore them, 
after depositing their loads of buffalo 
hides and tongues. 

The town boasted artificial gas street 
lights as early as 1857. When the rail- 
roads that had been refused rights-of- 
way by this thriving steamboat center 
won out with their low rates, Jefferson 
lost population, but it kept its old 
Southern glamour and charm. 


Dalhart’s photo appeared on the 
cover of the July, 1921, Edison Am- 
berola Monthly, three years before 
the idea of becoming a hillbilly spec- 
ialist occurred to him. He had been 
for several years one of the leading 


Edison artists and the magazine 
contained an interview which may 
conclude this installment. Next 
month his recording career will be 
traced from its beginning: 


Vernon Dalhart was born in Jeffer- 
son, Texas, one of the oldest towns in 
the ‘‘Lone Star State.’’ At the age of 
16 he moved to Dallas, Texas, where 
he went to work in a hardware store. 
His happy disposition kept him con- 
stantly singing at his work. One day 
a French-Canadian vocal teacher heard 
him singing and advised him to study. 
He took the advice lightly, but when 
other voice culture experts said the 
same thing, he gave it serious consid- 
eration and finally saved enough money 
to go to New York. There he worked 
as an assistant shipping clerk in a big 
piano house from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m., and 
studied after working hours. His first 
engagement was a small part in ‘‘The 
Girl of the Golden West.’’ He was next 
engaged as leading tenor for the Hip- 
podrome production of ‘Pinafore,’ and 
then re-engaged for the big road pro- 
duction of the same show. It was fol-

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Aaron Willard 


and Son 
By SILVIO A. BEDINI 


Undoubtedly the most famous clock- 
making family of all time were the 
Willards of Massachusetts, yet no 
comprehensive history of the fam- 
ily nor study of their works has 
yet been produced. Simon Willard, 
the patriarch clockmaker and most 
famous of them all, was honored 
with a biography written by a de- 
scendant half a century ago. How- 
ever, even that has proven to re- 
quire considerable revision in the 
light of considerable new material 
which has since come to light. 

Second only to Simon in ability 
and productivity was his younger 
brother, Aaron. Born on October 13, 
1757, Aaron Willard first engaged 
in clockmaking in Grafton, Mass. He 
probably served an apprenticeship 
with one or both of his older broth- 
ers, Benjamin and/or Simon. Which- 
ever the case may have been, he 
started to make clocks in his own 
right in Grafton before the Revolu- 
tionary War, because a few exam- 
ples marked with his name and 
“Grafton” have survived. 

Following military service in the 
Revolution, Aaron moved to Roxbury 
in about 1780, shortly after Simon 
established himself there. He opened 
a shop at 2224 Washington Street

where he produced clocks of many 
types. 

At some time after 1790, perhaps 
in 1792, Aaron moved to a new ad- 
dress at 843 Washington Street 
where he established a clock manu- 
factory which was connected to his 
dwelling by a long series of sheds. 
These buildings were used for store- 
houses and as workshops by various 
artisans who were associated with 
him. Among them were the cabinet- 
making firms of Pratt & Walker and 
of William Fiske, an ornamental 
painter named Charles Bullard, his 
own son Henry Willard, who made 
clock cases for him, and it is pos- 
sible that another son, Aaron, Jr. 
may have occupied one of the sheds. 

Aaron Willard’s factory was very 
successful and he employed as many 
as 20 to 30 men at a time. Where 
his brother Simon was primarily an 
inventor, Aaron Willard was a busi- 
ness man and he enjoyed phenom- 
enal success in his undertaking. 

Aaron’s clocks followed fairly close- 
ly on the designs produced by Simon, 
but he produced them in far greater 
quantity. Consequently, his clocks are 
much more available to collectors 
than those of his older brother.

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Among the many types he produced 
were the tall case clocks, wall clocks, 
gallery clocks, banjo clocks, and a 
type which were called “Massachu- 
setts shelf clocks” to distinguish them 
from the Connecticut mantel clocks 
in the style of Eli Terry.

These clocks were originally de- 
signed to stand upon a wall shelf. 
However, as the shelf fell into dis-

use in the course of time, the clocks 
were featured on a mantel, causing 
a change in designation over the 
years. When they were being made 
by the Willards and other makers, 
they were often called “half clocks” 
because they were half the size of 
the standard tallcase clock. Author- 
ities are generally in agreement that 
the Willards evolved the style of the 
half clock from their earlier form of 
wall clock. 


A particularly fine example pro- 
duced by Aaron Willard is illustrated 
here from the collection of Dr, Wil- 
liam Barclay Stephens of Alameda, 


Calif. The case is of fine mahogany, 
which was usual for this style of 
clock, and the door and lower glass 
are finely executed with painted dec- 
oration. The four lyres surrounding 
the dial were a favorite design used 
repeatedly by Aaron Willard in the 
Massachusetts shelf clock. Within an 
oval below the dial is inscribed the 
name of the maker: “Aaron Willard/ 
Boston.”- A pastoral scene featuring 
two pedestrians, cows, sheep and a 
dog in the lower panel is surrounded 
with leaf and flower motifs. The dial 
is dished in the form usually em- 
ployed by Aaron. The date of the 
clock is approximately 1830. 


It is known from the records kept 
by John Doggett of Roxbury, who 
made and gilded clock cases for Si- 
mon Willard that at one time Aaron 
Willard was in his employ. Aaron 
lettered clock glasses for Doggett and 
several entries in Doggett’s ledger 
mention his name. The first of these 
references is dated April 1804 and 
credited Aaron for lettering four 
glasses for the unit price of $1.50. 
In the following year several entries 
related to charges made for gilding 
clock cases for Aaron, 


Aaron Willard was married twice 
and had a family of nine children. 
Two of his sons are of interest to 
clock history. 


His son Henry Willard was born 
in Boston in 1802. He achieved pres- 
tige in Boston as an outstanding 
cabinet-maker and he specialized in 
the production of clock cases. He 
made many of the cases for his 
father’s clocks as well as for the 
clock movements produced by his 
brother, Aaron Willard, Jr., and 
other well known clockmakers of the 
region. In 1847 he moved to Canton, 
Mass. 


Another son, Aaron Willard, Jr., 
was born in Boston in 1783. He be- 
came an apprentice in his father’s 
shop but little is known about his 
early clockmaking career. In 1805 
John Doggett recorded that he made 
clock cases for Aaron Willard, Jr. 
However, during the following year 
Aaron, Jr. was associated in busi- 
ness with his famous uncle Simon, 
at least for a brief period. At about 
the same time he was painting clock 
glasses for Doggett. And finally. in 
the same year of 1806, Aaron Wil- 
lard, Jr., was officially listed as a 
clockmaker in his own right, per- 
haps in one of the buildings which 
formed part of his father’s factory. 


. He was 23 years of age at this time. 


To make the story even more con- 
fusing, Aaron, Jr. became a partner 
with Spencer Nolen, his brother-in- 
law, in a dial and sign painting shop 
on Boston Neck. This association con- 
tinued into 1809. 


At the time that the name of 
Aaron Willard, Jr. began to appear 
in the ledgers of John Doggett, the 
name of his father permanently dis- 
appeared. It is a natural assumption 
that young Aaron, already associated 
with his father’s firm, became his 
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purchasing agent and dealt with Dog- 
gett on behalf of his father’s fac- 
tory. 

Aaron Willard, Jr., continued to 
work in his father’s factory until the 
latter’s retirement in 1823. Then 
Aaron, Jr. took over the firm entire- 
ly and continued it under his own 
name. He was 40 years old at this 
time. 


Young Aaron was just as success- 
ful in business as his father had 
been before him. In addition to con- 
tinuing the production of the various 
types of clocks produced in the fac- 
tory to that time, Aaron Jr. made 
a great number of lyre clocks which 
found a most receptive market. Au- 
thorities are generally in agreement 
that the lyre style of timepiece was 
originally invented by young Aaron. 


One item of particular interest 
which was made by Aaron Willard, 
Jr. was an orrery which he pro- 
duced in about 1821 to the order 
of the West Chester Academy in 
Pennsylvania, for the sum of $60.00. 
This was a desk model designed for 
classroom and lecture use, It included 
two sets of accessories, a tellurion 
and a celestial attachment. It is be- 
lieved to be completely individual in 
design and does not follow the pat- 
tern of earlier nor of subsequent ex- 
amples. No other orreries made by 
young Aaron are known, and it is a 
subject of conjecture as to why the 
Academy placed the order with him, 
inasmuch as there were undoubtedly 
capable instrument makers in Phil- 
adelphia, much closer than Roxbury. 


Aaron Willard, Jr. amassed a con- 
siderable fortune during the years he 
was in business. He retired in 1850 
and purchased an estate at Oak Hill 
in Newton, Mass., where he lived in 
retirement until his death in 1864, 
just 20 years after his father died.

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CALENDAR Clocks & Watches 


Various types of calendar clocks 
and watches can be very interesting 
items for collectors. They have been 
made in great profusion from the 
very earliest days of mechanical 
time-keeping devices and they turn 
up here and there from time to time 
in an almost endless variety. 

The main and primary function of 
a mechanical clock or watch is sim- 
ply to keep track of time; i.e. to 
measure the passing of time over a 
24 hour period by mechanical means. 
The purpose is, of course, to indi- 
cate, by some means, the time of day 
or night. 

The usual means of indication is 
a circular dial with the hours, either 
12 or 24, spaced at regular intervals 
around the outside perimeter and 
two hands working from a center 
post that travel over and around the 
dial. One hand indicates the hour 
and the other shows the minutes past 
the hour. 

The principle of time telling by a 
clock or watch dial is so simplified 
that very young children grasp it 
without difficulty, The very earliest 
time-pieces had only one hand; later 
ones have both the hour hand and the 
minute hand, and a seconds hand as 
well, 

Striking mechanism was added to 
clocks very early so that anyone 
within hearing distance could tell 
the time without seeing the dial and 
hands. Sometimes the striking fea- 
ture was accentuated by moving fig- 
ures (called jacks) which went 
through motions of one sort or anoth- 
er while the clock was striking, or 
before or after striking. 

Watches were also made to strike 
very early in their history. These are 
usually known as clock-watches. They 
did their striking at prescribed reg- 
ular intervals with no outside 
prompting and are not to be con- 
fused with the later repeating watch- 
es which will strike when a pendant 
is pushed or a slide moved. 

Repeating watches do not strike 
unless they are actuated to do so. 
When so actuated they will strike 
the last hour, the quarter, and even 
the minutes, depending on type and 
construction. 

It should be noted that the repeat 
strike feature found in.old clocks 
and watches was not a novelty. It 
was developed for the purpose of 
performing a necessary and impor- 
tant function. By the use of this fea- 
ture it was possible to tell the ap- 
proximate time when _ conditions 
would not permit the dial to be seen. 
This was a special boon to the blind. 

The various features of striking 
and repeating in time-pieces appear 
to be a very natural and entirely 
appropos addition to the primary 
function of time-keeping. They are

merely means of indicating the time, 
which is measured by the mechan- 
ical device, and projecting it to the 
consciousness of those who would 
wish to know the time. 

By adding a calendar mechanism 
to a time-piece, it would appear that 
the clock or watch is being asked to 
do something which is somewhat be- 
yond its intended primary function. 
The main function of a time-piece is 
concerned with the particular sub- 
division of time which is the 24 hour 
day. 
The calendar deals with the larger 
sub-divisions of time such as weeks, 
months, and years. By adding these 
features, the device becomes a rec- 
ording machine as well as a measur- 
er of time.

The idea of using 2 time-piece to 
perform the functions of a calendar 
is nearly as old as the mechanical 
time-keeper. It is found in some of 
the very earliest clocks and watches. 
In the earliest time-pieces the calen- 
dar feature is quite simple in its 
action and is limited to indication of 
the day of the month only. 

In very early clocks and watches 
we often find the so-called date win- 
dow, which is nothing more than an 
opening in the dial through which 
the day of the month, or the date, 
can be seen. Behind this opening 
there is a disc with the numbers one 
to 31 arranged numerically around 
its perimeter. 

Once in each 24 hour pericd the 
disc is moved just enough to bring 


the next succeeding number to view 
in the dial opening, The movement 
of this disc is often counter-clock- 
wise, and of course, the numbers are 
inscribed on it in that same order. 

This simple function of indicating 
the day of the month, or date, is 
very easily accomplished since it re- 
quires only a minor mechanical addi- 
tion to the motion work of the time- 
piece. In most arrangements, only one 
additional geared wheel and the disc 
are required. 

The performance of this simple 
calendar feature leaves something to 
be desired since not all of the months 
of the year have 31 days. It will 
work out fine for the months of Jan- 
uary, March, May, July, August, Oc- 
tober, and December. 

It must be manually corrected for

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the shorter months of February, 
April, June, September, and Novem- 
ber. The correction is, of course, to 
move the disc forward at the start 
of each month following a short 
month so that the figure one is in 
proper position on the first day of 
the month. This is usually a simple 
adjustment. : : 

In spite of the limitations of this 
simple type of calendar arrangement, 
we find that it has been used very 
extensively well up into the 19th cen- 
tury. This is so regardless of the 
fact that better devices were perfect- 
ed and put into use 150 years ear- 
lier. Cost, of course, is the answer. 

The simple mechanism was cheap 
and could be used in low-priced time- 
pieces, The better perpetual type of 
mechanism was complex and expen- 
sive to make, and therefore, was 
practical only in more expensive 
clocks and watches. 

An adaptation of this simple cal- 
endar mechanism became very pop- 
ular in this country during the sec- 
ond half of the 19th century and 
carried over well into the 20th cen- 
tury. This was manifested in the low- 
priced wall clocks that were made 
in great quantities. 

In this type clock there is a date 
ring around the outer perimeter of 
the dial outside the time -chapter 
ring. The date ring is numbered from 
one to 31. A long hand, called a date 
hand, works from the center post 
and moves around the dial, one num- 
ber at a time, pointing to the date. 

The mechanism which drives this 
hand is slightly different from the 
dise type, but is equally simple. It 
also has the same limitations in that 
there is no correction for the short 
months and this must be done manu- 
ally. 

A type of this simple wall calen- 
dar clock is shown as illustration 
No. 1. There is a remarkable same- 
ness about all of them. They usually 
have a large dial, measuring 11 to 
13 inches in diameter, 

The movement‘ is housed in a sim- 
ple wood case, with a hinged bezel, 
sometimes round and sometimes oc- 
tagonal, but nearly always very 
plain. There is usually a smaller pen- 
dant section extending down from the 
ease to allow the pendulum room for 
swinging. 

In design and proportion they are 
extremely unpleasing and offer very 
little of interest as collectable clocks. 
They are, for the most part eight- 
day movements and do a good time- 
keeping job. 

Some strike the hour and some do 
not. The so-called school clock is very 
similar in appearance, although the 
plain school clock usually does not 
strike and does not have the calen- 
dar hand. 

This ugly type of clock was, as I 
have said, made and sold in great 
quantities. I assume that it was used 
in offices, business establishments, 


schools, and other public places. I 

cannot imagine that it would have 

any appeal as a house clock. 
Calendar clocks showing the day 


of the week, the day of the month, 
and the month appeared quite early, 
although I can find nothing like a 
definite date. The first ones of this 
complete type employed a_ simple 
mechanism with no inner compensa- 
tion for the months of varying 
lengths and still required that this 
correction be made manually. 

The eventual and ultimate calen- 
dar mechanism is known as the per- 
petual calendar. It is an amazing 
piece of mechanical efficiency that 
automatically compensates itself for 
the months of varying length and 
even takes care of the fact that Feb- 
ruary has 29 days every four years, 
or leap years. 

Perhaps the word perpetual is a 
slight exaggeration since I have not 
known of one that takes into con- 
sideration the calendar correction 
that is made only once in 100 years. 
I would not consider this to be a 
serious deficiency. 

The old idea of a clock including 
calendar mechanism was revived and 
expanded greatly during the second 
half of the 19th century. During this 
period calendar clocks were made by 
nearly every clock manufacturer in 
America. 

They turn up in almost every con- 
ceivable kind and shape, even those 
in a case resembling the lowly kitch- 
en clock of the period. Nearly all of 
them are complete calendar clocks, 
indicating the day of the week, the 
day of the month, and the month. 

They reach this result in various 
ways, although the mechanical means 
employed is of great similarity. 
There are many patents on record in 
the United States Patent Office for 
this period, which would indicate 
that there were at least sufficient 
mechanical design differences upon 
which patents could be based. 

Perhaps the most interesting of 
the American calendar clock makers 
was the Ithaca Calendar Clock Com- 
pany. It was located in Ithaca, N. Y. 
from 1868 to the early 19th century. 

This concern started out as Hunt- 
ington & Plato in Ithaca in 1854 
and moved to Plymouth Hollow, 
Conn., where they operated during 
the years of 1855 to 1868. In 1868 
the concern became the Ithaca Cal- 
endar Clock Company, again at Itha- 
ca, N. Y., where they remained until 
liquidated sometime after the turn of 
the 20th century. 


This company is most interesting 
because they were makers of calen- 
dar clocks exclusively. Other manu- 
facturers made calendar clocks along 
with their regular line of time-keep- 
ers, but Ithaca specialized in calen- 
dar clocks. Since they made only cal- 
endar clocks, they did a very good 
job of it, indeed. 

Illustration No. 2 shows one of the 
common models made by Ithaca. This 
was a medium priced clock, usually 
in a well made walnut case, and was 
a good seller. With slight variations 
of the case design this type clock 
was made and sold in great quanti- 
ties over a period of about 30 years. 


An interesting point about this 
company is that they did not make

BEADED BAGS 

Fashion, as it has often been re- 
marked, is fickle. Time was when 
status was associated not with a 
stole nor a little jacket of a certain 
fur but with a beaded bag. Now 
largely forgotten, this feminine ac- 
cessory enjoyed several periods of 
great popularity. The first occurred 
in France, England and America in 
the mid-18th century and the last 
in the first quarter of the 20th cen- 
tury. 

Examples of these delightful bag- 
atelles of other days—125 of them— 
are now on display in the Randolph 
Street corridor of the Chicago Pub- 
lic Library. They are part of a col- 
lection owned by Constantine Speros 
of Chicago. 

Mr. Speros, of Greek descent, came 
to the United States from Turkey as 
a young man. From 1918 to 1933 he 
owned and operated an_ establish- 
ment that specialized in the making 
of fine clothes and furs for women. 
He started the beaded dress craze 
in Chicago and years later began to 
collect beaded bags as a nostalgic re- 
minder of earlier modes. 

Beaded bags or reticules date back 
to about 1770 and were used by 
fashionable women in place of the 
older handkerchief pockets of em- 
broidered silk and linen. The new 
bags were large enough to hold these

necessities as well as a fan and an 
essence-bottle. Fashioned of the mi- 
nutest of beads, the patterns were 
crocheted on the finest silks. Patterns 
were difficult to obtain, very elaborate 
and hard to copy. It has been noted 
that to lend a pattern for a beaded 
bag. during this period, was consid- 
ered the strongest mark of friend- 
shin between women. 

Very few bags had metal mount- 
ings and the rare one that did was 
usually of French origin. Most of 
the bags were finished with a binding 
of black velvet, black or colored silk 
drawn up with ribbons or draw- 
strings of the same. Most of the de- 
signs were floral or a combination of 
floral and landscape designs. 

Later periods introduced the bead- 
ed and netted “misers” purses that 
could be carried in the hand or tucked 
into a belt. Many of these were made 
of cut steel beads, New steel-making 
techniques in the late 18th century 
made steel jewelry possible and in 
some cases provided a discreet re- 
placement for the tinkle of diamonds, 
which had been dangerous in Rev- 
olutionary times. 

The cycle of fashion carried the 
beaded bag into popularity on two 
or three occasions during the 19th 
century but it reached the peak in 
the latter part of that century and 
the early part of the 20th. Beaded 
bags were made in France, Austria 
and Germany and sent to all parts 
of the world where they were 
snatched up by style-conscious wom- 
en. Many of the bags were elaborate- 
ly framed—some by famous gold- 
smiths and jewelers. Many of them 
were examples of the finest hand- 
work while others were cheaper, ma- 
chine copies. But all were fashion’s

In a recent interview, when asked 
what class of music he most enjoyed 
singing, Mr. Dalhart said: 

“My ambition in life is to sing al- 
ways the songs that please the great 
masses of the people, to bring into 
the many dark corners of life just a 
little more sunshine and happiness. I 
was educated for grand opera, but 
really feel that I can bring more happi- 
ness to the many with the singing of 
what we popularly call the heart-songs, 
the ballad type, with their little strains 
of love—love of family, home, country 
and dear ones. 

“There should be music in all our 
lives. It would take away much of the 
grimness and sorrow, and to those of 
us who have been gifted with that 
greatest of all gifts, the singing voice, 
comes the great duty of giving what 
joy our voices may bring to those less 
fortunate.” 

Although a hard worker and indus- 
trious student, Mr. Dalhart has always 
found time for physical training; in 
fact, he believes it is a necessary part 
of the singer’s life. When questioned 
on this subject, Mr. Dalhart replied: 

“Many a young and promising mu- 
sician, in his climb toward success, 
forgets to cultivate one of the factors 
most essential to the winning of the 
greatest possible success, That factor 
is health. 

‘I believe in a regular system of 
physical training for the concert singer. 
I have a daily schedule which includes 
a certain number of hours devoted to 
boxing, handball, swimming and gym- 
nasium exercise, and it all has helped 
me as a singer. There is much demand 
on the body in the life of a professional 
singer. His body must be ready to meet 
those demands or he will not accom- 
plish what he might otherwise do. 
Many a promising singer has devel- 
oped only failure, because of his lack 
of proper exercise. I have always been 
a strong advocate of physical exercises 
for the young singer.’’ 


As this article shows, Dalhart 
was not recording operatic arias at 
the time he abruptly changed the 
course of his professional career. He 
was singing mostly ballads with a 
sprinkling of comic songs.

A Painting by Zurbaran in America 
$60,000 For This Spanish Painting 


Recently there was celebrated in 
Milwaukee, Wis., an artistic exhibi- 
tion dedicated to inform the public 
of an unknown painting by Francisco 
de Zurbaran, the great Spanish 
painter of the 17th century, and 
which was bought by the Milwaukee 
Art Center for the amount of 
$60,000. ; 

The Milwaukee Art Center is a 
beautiful and very modern edifice 
erected on the lake front of Lake 
Michigan, and dedicated to honor the 
memory of the victims of the Second 
World War. It was designed by the 
North American architect, Eero Sar- 
inen, from Detroit, Mich.. The Cen- 
ter has been subsidized with gifts 
from different private and commer- 
cial firms. It is used principally for 
a cultural center and a gallery of 
exhibitions of art. 

A recent exhibition showed prin- 
cipally a little known painting, the 
work of the master Zurbaran, re- 
cently bought for the Center from 
the French Count Philip Subervielle, 
who resides in Mexico City. 

The identification and discovery of 
this picturesque jewel is accredited 
to Dr. M. S. Soria, a Michigan State 
University professor, who resides in 
East Lansing. A critic and historian 
of art, who designated as an expert, 
has followed from the start, the 
process of recognition and identifi- 
cation of the painting, as an au- 
thentic work of Zurbaran. Dr. Mar- 
tin S. Soria is known as a com- 
petent authority on Zurbaran’s paint- 
ing, and in his book “The Paintings 
of Zurbaran, London, 1953, 1955”, he 
mentioned for the first time_ this 
painting, entitling it “The Gay Peni- 
tent.” He included an extensive and 
detailed catalog of the works of the 
Spanish artist, in which, among 
other sources and bibliography, 
he cites the Catalogue from the 
famous auction of the Collection of 
the Marquis of Salamanca, effected 
in the Hotel Druot in Paris, in 1867 
and in 1875, and in which this paint- 
ing was originally included for sale. 
Edward H. Dwright, Director of the 
Milwaukee Art Center, carried to the 
end the transactions for this negotia- 
tion and proposed the purchase to 
the Directive Body of the Center, 
consulting also, the opinion of other 
experts, among them, that of the 


Mrs. Maria Luisa Caturla from Ma- 
drid, Spain. 
According to Dr. Martin S. Soria,

the painting is one of the most beau- 
tiful examples of Zurbaran’s art and 
his time. It is exhibited in a pre- 
eminent and adequate place of the 
central gallery (Memorial Hall) of 
the Milwaukee Art Center. A_ stu- 
died placement of focus and of lights 
makes the composition stand out. 
Its size is large; it measures approx- 
imately 6% feet in length and 3% 
feet with width. It represents a St. 
Francis of Assisi meditating over a 
skull which he holds between his 
hands. The figure is standing, fac- 
ing the viewer, and has such relief 
and realism that it seems to stand 
out from the canvas. The head of 
the Saint, inclined gently forward, 
is covered by the Franciscan cowl. 
His eyes, lowered, look absorbed, as 
if meditating before the skull. His 
face, dyspnoeic, feverish, of a man 
illuminated, steeped with a _ long 
beard, reveals the penitent attitude 
of Poverello’s Assisi, and shown 
terribly exhausted by sickness and 
privations. The dark color of his 
countenance, his hands, and feet are 
accentuated in an intense manner. 
His monk habit, loose, seems to have 
the tactile warmth of the cloth, and 
falls to his feet in folds of marvelous 
sculptural disposition. Within it are 
presumed to exist body and members 
of solid relief, giving the impression 
of sculptural unity. It is a severe 
figure of St. Francis of Assisi, from 
which radiates a divine, mystic, and 
unutterable sentiment. A monumen- 
tal geometry of light and shade, 
gives the figure of the Saint a singu- 
lar aspect which stands out. Con- 
templating it, one becomes eloquently 
acquainted with the realism of the 
Spanish painting. There are realized, 
as basic, those two opposed qualities, 
by which Zurbaran’s art summed up 
the spirit of the Baroque, Greco’s 
mysticism and Velazquez’s realism. 
The dark shade gives the sensation 
of a double image and seems as if 
to wish to represent an apparition. 

The theme of the painting is based 
on a Franciscan legend related with 
Pope Nicholas V. This Pope visited 
the tomb of St. Francis of Assisi, in 
1449, almost two centuries after the 
death of the Saint. Then St. Fran- 
cis appeared to him, carrying a skull 
between his hands, while in a medi- 
tative attitude. 

One supposes that Zurbaran paint- 
ed this picture probably near 1631 
or 1632, at the request of the Count 
Duke Olivares, Prime Minister of 


Philip IV, King of Spain. First, the 
painting belonged to Don Diego Fe- 
lipe de Guzman, first Marquis of 
Leganes, Duke of Sanlucarla Mayor, 
captain of the armies of Flanders 
and governor of Milan, who appears 
painted by Velazquez in the very 
famous painting “Las Lanzas.” Af- 
terwards it was acquired from the 
Leganes family by the Spanish bank- 
er and diplomat, the Marquis of Sal- 
amanca, in whose possession it was 
until 1875. His red seal is still on 
the back of the painting. When the 
second famous auction of the collec- 
tion of Marquis of Salamanca took 
place, in the Hotel Druot, in Paris, 
on January 25 and 26, 1875, the 
painting was purchased by Count 
Aristides Subervielle Acebal, grand- 
father of the previous owner Count 
Philip Subervielle. The latter inherit- 
ed it from his ancestors and has 
had it in his possession until a short 
while ago when he sold it to the 
Milwaukee Art Center, for $60,000.

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The painting arrived in Milwaukee 
in the autumn of 1958 and was pur- 
chased by the Center in November, 
1958, from donations received from 
individuals. The negotiation was la- 
borious; and in the first of January, 
1959, the purchase was announced, 
giving notice by means of the famous 
exhibition, by a speech given at the 
latter by Dr. Martin S. Soria. 


Three other pictures are attributed 
to the Spanish artist on the same 
theme, but in the later decade. Ac- 
cording to the Catalogue of Dr. Mar- 
tin S. Soria these are existent in the 
City Art Museum of St. Louis, Mo.; 
in the Museum of Historic Art at 
Princeton University, and in the 
Museo of Pontevedra, Spain, under 
the direction of the Museo del Prado, 
in Madrid. The Zurbaran painting 
recently acquired by the Milwaukee 
Art Center, has been adjudged “the 
most valuable and impressionable” 
of all paintings by the artist.

ARTIST’S DELIGHT 
—NIAGARA FALLS— 
1678-1960 





Niagara Falls, one of the natural 
wonders of the world, has long been 
the scene of many kinds of human 
activity. Artists and writers have 
tried to capture its lofty grandeur; 
tourists have flocked to see it; the 
braver, or more foolish, have gone 
over it. Wars have been fought by 
the Falls, and the cascading water 
itself, in the last century, has been 
utilized to provide electrical power, 
serving millions. These, and other 
phases of Niagara’s history, are illus- 
trated in a special exhibition which 
opened recently at The New-York, N. 
Y., Historical Society, Central Park 
West between 76th and 77th Street. 


The oldest drawing and description 
of the Falls comes from the pen of 
Father Louis Hennepin, a French 
Priest traveling with LaSalle in 1678. 
His account, published in London in 
1699 with the title “A New Discov- 
ery of a Vast Country in America,” 
was placed on exhibition along with 
an enlargement of the engraving of 
Niagara Falls in the book. Among 
the many other views of the Falls 
are paintings by John Trumbull 
(1808); Alvin Fisher (1821); and 
Antoine Louis Philippe, who in 1797 
visited the Falls with his brother 
Louis Philippe, later King of France. 


Engravings from drawings by Lt. 
William Pierie (1768), Lt. Col. James 
Patterson Cockburn (1833), and two 
watercolors by Captain Thomas Da- 
vies (1759), point to the fact that 
the training of British officers at that 
time included instruction in art, Also

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OLD MECHANICAL BANKS Conducted by F. H. GRIFFITH 








Bowing Man in 
Cupola Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


Mechanical banks with unknown backgrounds are 
always a challenge to the sincerely interested collector. 
Such a bank is our choice as No. 84 in the numerical 
classification of the mechanical banks. This bank, 
the Bowing Man In Cupola, also has the distinction 
of being a new find in the field of mechanical bank 
collecting. Circumstances have indeed been unusual in 
the past few months when one considers the fact that 
this is the third new discovery in a mechanical bank 
in that time. The other two are the Darky Fisherman 
Bank (HOBBIES, January, 1960); and the Tommy 
Bank (February, 1960). 

The Bowing Man In Cupola Bank unfortunately has 
no markings of any kind nor any patent dates which 
would be helpful in establishing the designer or pat- 
entee of the bank. Also there are no particular charac- 
teristics in the design or construction.of the bank that 
would definitely identify it with any individual or 
concern. Further, to the best of the writer’s knowledge, 
there are no old catalogs or material of this nature 
that picture or describe the bank. However, the bank 
does have several things in common with the U. S. Bank 
(HOBBIES, January, 1958) and the New Bank. 

There are similarities as to construction and the gen- 
eral overall appearance. All these banks are painted 
very similarly with the same unusual colors and _ the 
same type paint. Also the three banks are assembled 
in a like fashion with a rod or rods running vertically 
through the center of each bank and held together by 
this method. These clues are, however, not too helpful 
since both the U. S. Bank and the New Bank remain 





unknown as to background, designer, manufacturer, and 
so on. Two striking features of the Bowing Man In 
Cupola are the type door on the front of the building 
and the dormer windowed roof. These are almost ident- 
ical to the door and dormers on the Novelty Bank which 
was made by the J. & E. Stevens Company. The door 
opens on the Novelty Bank, however, and is also slightly 
larger in overall size compared with the stationary door 
on the Bowing Man In Cupola. The writer is not con- 
vinced that this is conclusive enough to establish the 
bank as being a Stevens item and until such time that 
further information may turn up the history of the 
bank will remain unknown. 

The circumstances under which the Bowing Man In 
Cupola was found are fortunately helpful in establish- 
ing its approximate age. The bank shown is in fine 
original condition with excellent paint. It was obtained 
by the writer from an antique dealer in the vicinity of 
Albany, N. Y. There were twin brothers living in a 
small town near Albany who died within a short time 
of each other at the age of 78. They had several me- 
chanical banks including the Bowing Man In Cupola 
which were left in their estate and the antique dealer 
obtained the banks from the estate. The banks were in 
the possession of the brothers since their childhood so 
it is known that the Bowing Man In Cupola dates prior 
to 1890 and undoubtedly in the 1880 period. 

The bank is attractively painted in bright colors as 
follows. The graceful circular top of the cunola is a 
colorful red with a dark green underside, the round 
sides of the cuvola are dark blue. and this part sets 
on a round dark green section on top of the roof. The 
rods on each side of the cupola are red and the same 
color is on the movable drawer-like section in the front 
of the cupola. The man inside the cuvola has a black 
derby-like hat and a red jacket with black buttons. 
The top of the roof of the building is a dark red and 
the slanting sides containing the dormers are dark blue. 
The dormer windows are white with red outlining and 
red criss-crossing. The sides of the building are dark 
green with the four corners outlined in red. The side 
windows are also outlined in red as is the front door 
section. The arch of the door is dark blue and the 
name “Bank” is in red on a white background. The 
window pane sections of the door are white with green 
outlining. The base of the building is dark blue with 
a white striped edge, and this completes a very colorful 
bank. 

The operation of the bank is simple but very in- 
teresting. It is pictured ready to receive a coin. In 
normal position the figure of the man is face down 
covering the coin slot. To operate the bank the knob 
on the front section of the cupola is pulled forward. 
In so doing the drawer-like section moves forward 
causing the man to rise upright to the position in the 
picture. At the same time the coin slot is exposed to 
receive the coin. After depositing the coin the knob is 
released and the section recedes into the cupola. The 
figure at the same time bows in thanks for the coin 
and in so doing re-covers the coin slot. The action is 
attractive and appropriate and the mechanism is spring 
operated. 

The Bowing Man In Cupola Bank makes a nice ad- 
dition to a collection of mechanical banks. As a final 
word it is not to be confused with the Cupola Bank 
(HOBBIES, June, 1957). Other than the cupola feature 
the two banks are entirely different both as to opera- 
tion and appearance.

Eurasian animal style art has been 
traced from southern Russia north 
to the Ural mountains, across Sibe- 
ria to the borders of China. Similar 
discoveries have been made in the 
Caucasus and Altai areas, and a 
large group of animal form bronzes 
was found in the Luristan hills of 
western Persia (Iran). 

By the middle of the fourth mil- 
lennium before Christ, the excellence 
of Persian metalworking indicated 
that the art had already been prac- 
ticed several centuries. There is rea- 
son to assume that the craft was 
created in the northwest section of 
the country. 

The first ornaments, weapons and 
implements have more archaeological 
than artistic interest. A group of 
bronzes from a_ period beginning 
about 2000 B.C. have revealed a ful- 
ly developed and special style which 
distinguished and influenced the met- 
al arts of Persia for nearly 3000 
years. The subjects, mostly animals— 
real or unreal in form—were intend- 
ed to produce protection from evil 
forces. These works were finished 
with a fixed formalism and highly 
individual vitality that made them 
one of the great animal styles of 
all time. 

About 1300 B.C., or somewhat 
later, a colony of bronze-casters mi- 
grated south from the Azerbaijan re- 
gion in extreme northwest Persia 
into what later became the province 
of Luristan. Accompanying these 
craftsmen were horse-breeders, who 
found the upland meadows and gras- 
sy valleys ideal for raising fine hor- 
ses. The art of the metalworker was 
consequently influenced by this im- 
portant industry. 


Bronze ornaments in the form of 
animals are varied and vivid, reveal- 
ing definite distinguished forms 
which seem natural to a horse-breed- 
ing community. Never safe from sty- 
lization, some of the figures are exag- 
gerated in the manner of caricatures. 
Single animal figures were most fre- 
quently used as plaques on horse 
trappings. Harness rings of different 
types and sizes were common. Char- 
iot fittings included long decorative 
pins or bars of bronze, and orna- 
mented hub caps. 

Shown here is a bronze harness 
ring, representing a horned _ ibex, 
which symbolizes the winter moon, 
in his triumph over the great cats 
of the sun as they clutch the con- 
stellation ring, This example is heav- 
ily encrusted with a glossy gray- 
green patina. 

From Luristan have come objects 
of bronze, iron, gold and silver: 
horse trappings, highly decorated 
images, bells, amulets, daggers and 
other objects. These were found in 
tombs where horsemen had been 
buried with their weapons—at times 
even with their horses, decked with 
ornate trappings. Some graves _in- 
cluded elaborate chariot fittings. The 
bodies of women were entombed in 
terra cotta jars. The usual toilet ar- 
ticles were found in these graves: 
rings, charms and bracelets of bronze 
and iron; long pins, decorated with 
animal symbols — sometimes with 
knobs of beads of carnelian. 

The two bronze ibex amulets shown 
here—even in their diminutive size 
of just an inch and a half in height 
—give an impression of importance. 
These charms are covered with a 
smooth patina of lustrous jade green. 
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The mountain goat was a symbol of 
loftiness — dignity — to the follow- 
ers of the Persian religious leader, 
Zoroaster; and the winged ibex sym- 
bolized agility. 

Not many of the principal Luris- 
tan bronzes were worked in re- 
poussé; the flat or hollow casting 
method was commonly used. In con- 
trast, craftsmen in northern Luris- 
tan employed repoussé as the usual 
technique, and their castings were 
almost always solid. The colony 
there had migrated from a different 
section of the bronze-casting region 
in the north; certain details indicate 
that they came from farther west— 
probably from the Anatolian zone 
(Turkey).

The Luristan metalsmiths also cast 
hollow-ware: vases, libation ewers, 
chalices and bowls. Extant examples 
of hollow-ware, animal form castings, 
and horse trappings are colorful and 
characteristic. Smooth and encrusted 
patinas of green, greenish blue, deep 
rich red and brown, to a highly lus- 
trous black, are similar to the patinas 
covering bronzes in contemporary 
Chinese art. 

Highly skilled bronze-casting—and 
horses—were taken into the Yellow 
River valley in China (1300-1200 
B.C.). The bronzes from this area 
were cast under similar influences, 
and show significant points of com- 
parison with those of Luristan. 

Luristan metal art, by its styles, 
subjects and technique, belongs to 
that complexity of animal form crea- 
tions which are native to almost the 
entire Eurasian mainlands. At one 
time this animal style was attrib- 
uted to the Scythians, who lived in 
South Russia during the first millen- 
nium, but later it was learned that 
this style was not confined to any 
one group of people. It was an art 
which spread in the paths of tribes 
as they wandered thousands of miles, 
and the craft was closely related in 
operation and outlook to a pastoral 
life. Most of the animals which ap- 
pear in Scythian art were significant 
in the arts of the civilization which 
flourished in Egypt and in the An- 
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cient Orient from the fourth millen- 
nium forward. 

It was not commonly thought that 
the period of nomad herding influ- 
enced any contribution to the cul- 
ture of mankind, However, there was 
a time, especially during the first 
millennium, when nomad herding was 
as progressive an economic system 
as staid agriculture, and there is no 
doubt that this work of the wanderer 
did direct man to develop some def- 
inite mental qualities. 

The nomadic herdsmen had a reli- 
gious philosophy which was often 
broader in belief and mo1e advanced 
in theory than that of agricultural 
tribes. The god of the nomads was 
the sun, sky or the whole universe. 
while their agrarian neighbors wor- 
shipped the local stream or moun- 
tain. 

Technically, the work of the Luris- 
tan metalsmiths is first a decorative 
art. Figures of men and animals—

NEW INDIAN 
SCULPTURE GALLERY 
AT METROPOLITAN 


In the new gallery of Indian sculp- 
ture, which opened on February 24, 
an impressive selection from the 
Metropolitan Museum’s collection, en- 
riched by generous loans, is now on 
display together for the first time 
in many years. 

All Indian sculpture is religious 
in nature. The name “Indian” is used 
here in its widest possible connota- 
tion, as in the expression “Greater 
India,” covering an area that ex- 
tends from modern Afghanistan to 
Vietnam and from Nepal to Indo- 
nesia, with a time span from the 
third millennium B.C. to late me- 
dieval times of our era. Most of 
these countries have never been un- 
der Indian political domination, but 
they adopted one or the other of the 
great Indian religions and _ conse- 
quently their art has been stimulated 
and strongly influenced by India. 

It has not been possible to present 
all periods or all areas of this great 
Indian cultural influence in the Mu- 
seum’s new gallery. An attempt has 
been made, however, to show the se- 
quence of time and styles in the gen- 
eral direction from east to west along 
the length of the gallery. Works from 
the two principal border areas, north 
Pakistan-Afghanistan and Cambodia- 
Thailand-Indonesia, have been allo- 
cated the two far ends of the gal- 
lery in order to emphasize their dis- 
tinction from the main body of In- 
dian sculpture. 

All the stone sculptures exhibited 
were originally parts of temples or 
other religious monuments to which 
they belonged both aesthetically and 
functionally. The bronze images, 
made for procession, are independent 
and complete by themselves. 

In the Museum’s February Bulle- 
tin, Aschwin Lippe, Associate Cu- 
rator of Far Eastern Art, has writ- 
ten at length about the fusion of ar- 
tistry and religious impulse in the 
sculpture of Greater India. “The 
forms proceed from the heart, not 
from physical perception. The image 


is an outer vessel corresponding pre-- 


cisely to the inner vision of the divin- 
ity. Its beauty is a contribution to 
its magical force as a yantra, or 
utensil of worship—not for the en- 
joyment of the beholder.” . .. “The 
sensitive body, symbol of an attitude 
and representing a sentiment and 


force of soul, is suffused by the re- 
fined voluptuousness of some spiri- 
tual realm.” 

Practically all Hindu religious art, 
as we know it, dates from periods 
after the synthesis was completed 


between the religious tradition of the 
ancient Dravidian civilization—whose 
principal gods were the prototypes 
of Brahma the creator, Vishnu the 
preserver, Siva the destroyer, and es- 
pecially Devi the Goddess—and the 
alien religion brought in about 1500 
B.C. with the Aryan conquest of the 
Indus valley. Two important off- 
shoots from the Hindu tradition, 
Buddhism and Jainism, represent- 
ing the materialistic-ascetic trend in 
Hindu philosophy, became powerful 
independent religions. Buddhism be- 
came the leading religion of India in 
the third century B.C., and Buddhist 
art dominated through the sixth cen- 
tury A.D., by which time the reli- 
gion had conquered, more or less per- 
manently, the whole of Asia. By the 
twelfth century A.D., Buddhist re- 
ligious philosophy had practically 
disappeared from India proper, swal- 
lowed up and reincorporated in Hin- 
duism. 

Some terracottas dating from the 
Sunga dynasty of the second century 
B.C., are the earliest pieces displayed. 
There is an especially rich represen- 
tation of Gandhara sculpture of the 
first to third centuries A.D., a West- 
ern school of art in northwest India 
resulting from Greek occupation, 
which stimulated the fashioning of 
the human image of Buddha after 
the Greco-Roman Apollo and Roman 
emperor statues. Among the proud- 
est possessions of the Indian collec- 
tion are four Andhra period reliefs 
of the third century A.D. from the 
Amaravati region, marble and lime- 
stone frieze carvings which were the 
sculptural decoration of stupas and 
chaityas Buddhist shrines and chap- 
els. The varied representation of me- 
dieval Indian sculpture includes some 
of the rarest and most beautiful 
bronze sculptures to be found in this 
country. 





CONTEMPORARY 
AMERICAN PAINTINGS 


Katherine Coffey, Director of the 
Newark Museum, has announced the 
acquisition of five important works 
by contemporary American artists. 
These have been added to its grow- 
ing collections to strengthen the rep- 
resentation of contemporary Amer- 
ican artists, in keeping with the Mu- 
seum’s long-standing policy not only 
to patronize the living artists of 
this country, but to present to the 
public, good examples of the various 
forms of contemporary expression. 

The newly-acquired works are: 

Knight of Akkad, done in mixed 
media, by Enrico Donati. 
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Each Time You Carry Me This 
Way, tempera and ink, by Morris 
Graves. 

Provincetown #6, oil, by Edward 
Corbett. 

Laburnum #2, oil, by Hans Hof- 
mann. 

Fiery Cross, oil, by Kyle Morris. 

Except for the Graves, all of the 
purchases are abstract expressionist 
in style. 


The paintings are being shown in 
the Museum’s exhibition, Contempo- 
rary American Paintings, which 
opened February 25, and which will 
continue until May 8. The exhibit 
was drawn in part from the Muse- 
um’s Permanent Collection, and is 
supplemented by loans from some 
New York galleries. 

A total of 17 paintings are shown 
in the Museum’s current exhibit of 
contemporary works. The early 
American modernists, Alfred Mauere 
and Joseph Stella, are included in 
the show, although the vast majority 
are works executed within the last 
ten years. 

One of the best-known and sig- 
nificant artists whose work is in- 
cluded in the new purchases is Hans 
Hofmann, who is a leading teacher 
of abstract painting, and who works 
with rich bright pigments, heavily 
applied. He has influenced the work 
of many other contemporary artists; 
among them, Kyle Morris. The Hof- 
mann painting was acquired through 
the Felix Fuld Bequest. 

The work of Morris places em- 
phasis on broad brush work, and the 
Museum’s acquisition by Morris, 
Fiery Cross, shows a flame-like move- 
ment of bright paint, drawing a 
sharp contrast between a black form 
and the white background. This work 
was purchased through the John J. 
O’Neill Bequest. 

Donati, in his painting, Knight of 
Akkad, emphasizes structural as- 
pects, and so resembles work of many 
of the New Jersey abstract paint- 
ers such as George Mueller and Sey- 
mour Shapiro already represented in 
the Museum’s collection. Like them, 
and unlike Hofmann and others, Do- 
nati’s tonality is often muted, and 
restricted to more neutral tones, gen- 
erally blacks and _ reddish-brown. 
Funds from the Sophronia Anderson 
Bequest were used for this purchase. 

Corbett, also represented among 
the new purchases, teaches at Mount 
Holyoke College, and first gained rec- 
ognition through a series of large 
sensitive abstract drawings. In recent 
years, Corbett has been painting, 
bringing to that medium the same 
sensitivity and sublety found in his 
earlier works. Provincetown #6 was 
purchased through the Felix Fuld 
Bequest, 

The painting by Morris Graves, 
Each Time You Carry Me This Way, 
reflects a type of mysticism showing 
an influence of Oriental art on the 
contemporary scene. It was bought 
through the Louis Bamberger Be- 
quest. 
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HISTORICAL AWARD 
TO R.W.G. VAIL 


The New-York Historical Society 
awarded its Gold Medal for Achieve- 
ment in History to R. W. G. Vail, 
Litt,D., L.H.D., at ceremonies at- 
tended by the Officers and Trustees 
at the Society on March 28rd, accord- 
ing to an announcement by Dr. LeRoy 
E. Kimball, the Society’s president. 
Established in 1925, the award has 
been made only six times previously, 
the last recipient being the eminent 
historian Allan Nevins in 1954. 

Dr. Vail, Director of The New- 
York Historical Society for more 
than fifteen years, was formerly li- 
brarian of the Minnesota Historical 
Society, the Theodore Roosevelt Me- 
morial Association, the American An- 
tiquarian Society, and the New York 
State Library. He is a past presi- 
dent of the Bibliographical Society of 
America and an officer or trustee of 
other learned Societies. The last sev- 
eral volumes of Sabin’s Dictionary 
of Books on American History were 
compiled under Dr. Vail’s editorship. 
He is author of The Voice of the Old 
Frontier (University of Pennsylva- 
nia Press, 1951), Knickerbocker 
Birthday: A sesqui-Centennial His- 
tory of The New-York Historical So- 
ciety, 1804-1954, and numerous mon- 
ographs and articles on American 
history. 

President Kimball announced that 
Dr. Vail would retire as Director >f 
The New-York Historical Society on 
March 31st. James J. Hesjin, Ph.D., 
the Society’s Librarian and Asso- 
ciate Director since 1956, is Mr. 
Vail’s successor.

“Celluloid” Buttons 


“Celluloid” is the name commonly 
given to a certain type of material: 
a plastic composition whose princi- 
pal ingredients are nitrocellulose, in 
the form of pyroxylin (otherwise 
known as guncotton) and camphor. 
It was originally a trade name; in 
1869 and 1870, the brothers Hyatt, 
of Newark, N. J., secured the first 
American patents and formed “The 
Celluloid Manufacturing Co.” which 
produced the material on a large 
scale.*

Since then, the name has_ been 
somewhat loosely applied to any and 
all similar substances, such as “Ivo- 
roid,” “Viscoloid,” “Fiberloid,” “Uni- 
versaloid,” “Pyralin,” “Nitron,” etc. 
According to Sally Luscomb,** an 
authority on button materials, Ivo- 
roid was made in New Britain, Conn., 
between 1925 and 1946; and while 
buttons may have been made from 
it, few if any have been identified. 
“Viscoloid” was made by the Visco- 
loid Co. of Leominster, Mass., which 


made buttons, among other things. 
Experts have had difficulty identify- 
ing these different materials, so but- 
ton collectors can hardly hope to be 
more successful—and I for one, do 
not try! Instead, I use “celluloid” as 
a general term, to designate a type 
of material rather than a specific 
formula, 

As an imitation of ivory, horn, 
leather, glass, etc., celluloid had cer- 
tain advantages: it was cheap and 
fairly durable; it took a high polish, 
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did not warp or discolor (except to 
yellow slightly with age), and was 
not affected by moisture. It had the 
disadvantage of being highly inflam- 
mable, although modifications in its 
manufacture partly overcame this 
drawback. But with the development 
of other plastics, the production of 
celluloid declined, and few if any 
celluloid buttons are made today. 
Celluloid buttons are of two dis- 
tinct varieties: the “all celluloid’’*** 
types, many of which imitate glass, 
and the “Victorian” types, in which 
celluloid is combined with metal and 
other substances. While many of the 
former have pleasing patterns and 
colors, others are unattractive, to say 
the least. Some of the large coat 
buttons, indeed, could be collected 
only as “horrible examples!” The cel- 
luloid combinations, however, are un- 
usually decorative and prepossessing. 
In most of them, the celluloid serves 
as a background; but it may also 
be pierced to show another substance 
beneath; incised or printed or pressed, 
to display patterns or pictures; or 
cut out and shaped to form figures. 
The illustration shows a few of the 
many ways in which celluloid has 
been utilized as a button component: 


No.1, Flat celluloid with incised, 
tinted design. Brass border. 

No. 2. Flat printed celluloid, with 
roses in natural colors against a 
light ground, surrounded by dark 
blue. Brass border. (The same design 
occurs without the blue). 

No. 3. “Immo and Hildegarde,” 
rendered in pressed celluloid, with 
brass border. Found in both brown 
and gray. The picture is a copy of 
a painting by H. Kaulbach, illustrat- 
ing “The Wren’s Nest” by Gustav 
Freitag. Pictures pressed in cellu- 
loid are not too common or too satis- 
factory, since the material does not 
lend itself to clarify of detail. 


No. 4. Flat brass with raised de- 
sign; the dove is rendered in shaded 
brown celluloid. 

No, 5. Another example of a cellu- 
loid figure: the cross is ivory-like 
against a dark background. Tinted 
brass border. 

No. 6. Flat, four-holed celluloid 
with brass (finished) border and 
back. Ivory-colored with incised de- 
sign. 

No. 7. This is perhaps the most at- 
tractive type of celluloid button: cut- 
out brass design over a shaded cellu- 
loid background. Most buttons of this 
kind are pleasantly ornate yet very 
well designed. 

No. 8. Ivory-colored celluloid, 
slightly convex, with raised design 
inside a brass border.

Flat brass with celluloid 
background. This button, only % of 
an inch across, is typical of many 
small “Victorian” types.

No. 12. Flat, mottled gray cellu- 
loid with brass border and medallion 
in relief.

No. 14. An attractive example of 
an “all celluloid” button; convex 
dark green with design in gilt. But- 
tons of this type seem to have been 
made in greatest quantity between 
1900 and 1925. Not all were made in 
this country; some have German 
back-marks, 


Celluloid buttons are easy to iden- 
tify, in a general way. Most of them 
look like celluloid, — they have 
a characteristic appearance and style. 
Sometimes they show typical shading 
or “graining”’ or mottling that is 
not found in any other material. They 
have a certain “springiness” when 
pressed with the thumb, and they 
are occasionally subject to cracks. An 
old test was to rub the button brisk- 
ly, — a resulting smell of camphor 
served as_ identification. A more 
drastic test was to touch a match 
to the material: if it went up in 
flame, it was celluloid!) 


Beauty in buttons is not confined 
to any one substance or style or 
classification. And while some cellu- 
loid buttons are Ugly Ducklings that 
will never turn into swans, others are 
attractive enough to hold their own 
in any Button Beauty Contest! 


* A substance derived from pyroxylin 
and intended to replace India Rubber was 
first made in England by Alexander 
Parkes, in 1855, and was called parke- 
sine. The patents of the brothers Hyatt 
were: U.S. Letters Patent No. 88,634, 
issued in 1869, and American Patent No. 
105,338, issued in 1870.

Bells of All 
Faiths 


PART I 
By LOIS E. SPRINGER 


The use of bells in religious cere- 
monies is a widespread custom and 
an ancient one. The early Egyptians 
inaugurated their festivals in honor 
of Osiris by the ringing of bells. 
Bells were used in the Athenian reli- 
gious rites of the Greeks. 

From several references in the Bi- 
ble we know that the early Hebrews 
were familiar with bells also, and 
used them in their ceremonies. The 
first recorded reference is found in 
the Old Testament, Exodus XXVIII, 





34. There the Lord God gives direc- 
tions for ornamenting the robes His 
high priest Aaron should wear: “A 
golden bell and a pomegranate, a 
golden bell and a pomegranate, upon 
the skirts of the robe round about.” 
In Exodus XXXIX, 25, the robe has 
been finished and we learn: “They 
made bells of pure gold, and put the 
bells between the pomegranates upon 
the skirts of the robe round about 
between the pomegranates; a bell and 
a pomegranate, a bell and a pome- 
granate, upon the skirts of the robe 
round about, to minister in; as Jeho- 
vah commanded Moses.” The tinkling 
sound of these golden bells upon his 
robe announced the coming of the 
high priest into the Holy of Holies. 

As century followed century, He- 
brew religious rituals performed in 
the synagogue became more elab- 
orate, as did the accoutrements of 
those rituals, many of them being 
ornamented with bells. 

Most important of all the ceremo- 
nial objects of Jewish worship is 
the Torah, that is, the Pentateuch, 
consisting of the Five Books of ‘Moses 
which are read in the synagogue 
through the whole year. The Torah 
scroll itself cannot be ornamented, 
but as if wanting to escape the re- 
strictions placed on the scroll, Jew- 
ish artisans seemed constantly to

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strive for special embellishments of 
its outside. 


Elaborate motifs are often lavished 
on the finials that crown the two 
rods on which the scroll is bound. 
These are called the Rimonim (mean- 
ing pomegranate, probably because 
they formerly had a more spherical 
shape reminiscent of the pomegra- 
nate). The Rimonim are usually pro- 
vided with small bells whose deli- 
cate tinkling acompanies the scroll 
as it is carried to the reading desk 
in the synagogue. 


To emphasize the royalty of the 
Torah, crowns instead of Rimonim 
are sometimes used for covering the 
upper handles of the Torah scroll. 
These, too, are often elaborately 
carved and hung with bells. 

Since the Torah itself may not be 
touched with the fingers while read- 
ing, a pointer is needed. Even this 
simple object is carefully and artis- 
tically carved, and frequently dec- 
orated with bells. 


It is erroneous, however, to as- 
sume any deep significance in the 
use of bells on these religious objects 
used in the Jewish synagogue. Never- 
theless, there are various assumed 
reasons for their use, according to 
Jewish scholars. Some associate their 
use with the Biblical reference of 
bells being decreed for the high 
priest’s robe. Others feel that as the 
Torah became more princely in the 
Synagogue, it seemed appropriate to 
make it heard as well as seen. One 
German scholar even advanced the 
less acceptable thought that the use 
of bells on Jewish religious objects 
harks back to the primitive idea of 
bells frightening off evil spirits. 


Aside from the larger religious ob- 
jects used in the synagogue, there 
are others reserved for holy day ob- 
servances in the Jewish home where 
both the beginning and the end of 
the Sabbath are marked by special 
ceremonies starting at sundown on 
Friday and concluding Saturday eve- 
ning. With the appearance of the 
first evening star on Friday, the 
housewife customarily kindles_ the 
Sabbath lamp while the male head 
of the house brings forth the spice 
box, whose gentle aroma adds com- 
fort and delight to the holy day ob- 
servance, 


Of the several religious pieces 
used in the home on the Hebrew Sab- 
bath, it is the treasured spice box 
that Jewish artisans most often dec- 
orated with small bells. Their dainti- 
ness enhances the artistic beauty of 
these boxes, which are usually exec- 
uted in silver filigree so that the 
aroma of the spices escapes. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Theodore Gaster, the use 
of spices in this way is a measure 
of protection against the perils of 
the ensuing week, intended to revive 
and satisfy the spirit. 


Although the spice boxes, like the 
Rimonim, the crowns, etc., continue 
to be made by modern artisans, the 
most prized examples (see illustra- 
tions) are the 17th and 18th cen- 
tury pieces seen in museum collec-

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tions at such notable centers of He- 
brew art as New York’s Jewish The- 
ological Seminary or~*Cincinnati’s 
Hebrew Union College. For the most 
art these are baroque in style, since 
Scene art was prevalent all over 
Europe around the late seventeenth 
century. Few earlier examples sur- 
vive because of the Jew’ persecution 
and wanderings and the repeated 
mass destruction of their homes and 


synagogues.

of particular interest are a series 
of engravings by William James Ben- 
nett, a Currier and Ives lithograph, 
and two engravings made from paint- 
ings by John Vanderlyn, who in 1802 
became the first American artist to 
paint the Falls. 

The mighty Niagara has also been 
extolled by the written word. Few, 
it seems, after witnessing the sight, 
can refrain from writing about it. 
On display are books and writings 
on the subject by such notable tour- 
ists as Charles Dickens, Walt Whit- 
man, Harriet Beecher Stowe, De Witt 
Clinton, Francis Wright, Mrs. Fran- 
cis Trollope, and Abraham Lincoln. 
Said Mark Twain, “There is no ac- 
tual harm in making Niagara a back- 
ground whereon to display one’s mar- 
vellous insignificance in a good strong 
light, but it requires a sort of super- 
human self-complacency to do it.” 

The first of the “stunters” was 
Sam Patch. In 1829 he erected two 
ladders 96 feet high and from a 
platform at the top made several 
leaps into the water. Prints, photo- 
graphs and newspaper accounts tell 
the story of Patch and the other 
dare-devils who more often than not 
lost their lives in their foolhardy at- 
tempts to challenge the Falls, most 
commonly by tight-rope walking or 
barrel rides over the Falls or through 
the rapids. Also exhibited is a paint- 
ing of the most renowned of the 
rope-walkers, Charles Blondin, shown 
crossing the gorge in 1860 as the 
spectators on the rocks below cheer 
him on.

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If man has been tempted to “con- 
quer” nature for its own sake, he 
has also tried to control it for prac- 
tical purposes. One section of the 
exhibition is devoted to the history 
of the Niagara power-development 
since 1885. Photographs, sketches, 
and watercolor drawings also de- 
scribe the present hydroelectric proj- 
ect under the aegis of the New York 
State Power Authority. ‘In 1956, 
120,000 tons of rock and rubble tore 
loose from the face of the cliff and 
left two thirds of the largest power 
station in ruins. The current work, 
to be completed by 1963, will make 
it the largest hydro project in the 
United States and second largest in 
the world. 


Power of another sort—the strug- 
gle for dominance in the New World 
—made the Niagara Frontier one of 
the critical areas in the conflicting 
aspirations of the French, the Eng- 
lish, and the American colonists. Ex- 
hibited are maps, prints, an early 
plan of Fort Niagara, the orderly 
books of Sir William Johnson, pow- 
der horns, and other relics of the 
French and Indian War, American 
Revolution, and the War of 1812. 


For those who want to see Niagara 
Falls in 3-D there is included an old 
(1880s) stereographic viewing ma- 
chine containing 150 views of that 
period. Also on display are photo- 
graphs of old resort hotels, menus, 
announcements of events, and guide 
books. 


Those who co-operated with the 
New-York Historical Society in pre- 
senting this display include the fol- 
lowing individuals and _ organiza- 
tions: Marjorie Williams, President 
of the Niagara Falls Historical So-

FRENCH PROVINCIAL 
FURNITURE OF 
THE YEARS 1715-1774 


By ETHEL HALL BJERKOE 


Although French Provincial furni- 
ture has become increasingly popular 
with American homeowners, one gen- 
erally hears it spoken of as a def- 
inite style period, whereas it encom- 
passes various periods popular in 
France over a long time. “Provin- 
cial” and “Peasant” are two of the 
minor style groups of France devel- 
oped by the lesser craftsmen away 
from the large artistic centers for 
the homes of the provincial nobility 
and merchants. As such, furniture 
made by these local artisans was less 
perfect in design and workmanship 
than that made by the great cabinet- 
makers of Paris, and the other large 
cities, for their royal and noble cli- 
ents. And yet, it has a very definite 
charm for today’s interiors, perhaps 
more so than much of the ornate 
furniture of the period constructed 
by the great craftsmen of Paris. Lo- 
cal forms and local decorative mo- 
tifs were generally used and local 
woods were substituted for the more 
expensive materials used by the city 
cabinetmakers. 


Provincial styles also differed in 
different sections of France. Hence, 
it is relatively simple to decide 
whether a piece of furniture was 
made in Brittany or Normandy; 
whether in Provence where it would 
show an Italian influence; or in the 
Pyrenees where the influence would 
be Spanish. 


It is not as simple, however, to 
date exactly Provincial furniture. In 
America, as we know, certain styles 
in furniture design appeared first in 
the seaports and slowly found their 


way inland along the rivers with- 


many years elapsing before the in- 
land country workmen began to use 
designs popular in the coastal towns 
and centers of fashion for sometime. 
The same was true in France. Styles 
were popular in Paris for several 
years before their general character- 
istics appeared in the furniture pro- 
duced by the provincial workmen. 


As in America, provincial homes 
in France were much more sparsely 
furnished than were those of the city 


dwellers. In the 17th and early 18th 
centuries, the provincial homeowner 
had trestle tables, chests, cupboards, 
wardrobes, chairs, and the very im- 
portant bed, generally with tall posts, 
heavy valances and draperies. By 
the middle of the 18th century, how- 
ever, the variety and amount of fur- 
niture increased in France—as they 
did in America. This increase oc- 
curred even in the more remote re- 
gions, The secretary-desk, wa: 
clocks, commodes, chiffoniers, and 
many types of tables became avail- 
able. The armoire increased in im- 
portance due to a general lack of 
closets and is still popular and even 
necessary today. 


Practically all French Provincial 
furniture was constructed of local 
woods. Oak, stained black to imitate 
ebony which was widely used by the 
Parisian cabinetmakers at this time, 
was popular. Beechwood, cherrywood. 
ash, elm. apnle, burl walnut, and wal- 
nut were all popular with the pro- 
vincial cabinetmakers for construc- 
tion of this substantial furniture. 
The imported woods—ebony, mahog- 
any, and rosewood — occasionally 
found their way inland to a provin- 
cial cabinetmaker but only occasion- 
ally. 

In essence, then, Provincial furni- 
ture followed in a simplified fashion 
designs popular with the Parisian 
cabinetmakers but with several years’ 
lag, was of local woods, showed vary- 
ing characteristics in different sec- 
tions of the country as local art 
forms were influenced by those of 
adjacent countries; and was inferior 
in workmanship to that produced by 
the master cabinetmakers of the 
large cities. 


Today, we shall examine furniture 
made in the provinces of France dur- 
ing the years 1715 to 1774. This pe- 
riod covered the years of the Regen- 
cy — 1715-1723 —and the reign of 
Louis XV —1723-1774. In England, 
at the beginning of this period, the 
Queen Anne style was at its peak of 
popularity, but was soon superseded 
by the rococo Chippendale. In Amer- 
ica. we still had a continuing of the 
William and Mary style particularly 
in those regions away from the large 
cities, but this was soon replaced 
everywhere by the lovely Queen Anne 
and then by the American interpre- 
tations of the Chippendale, which 
was top fashion by the end of the 
period. 


In France during the reign of 
Louis XIV (1639-1715), the Baroque 
with all its splendor and magnifi- 
cence was popular in the homes of 
the nobility and the other fashion- 
able city dwellers, In Paris the Gob- 
elin tapestry works had been trans- 
formed into the “Manufacture Royal 
des Meubles de la Couronne.” The 
outstanding cabinetmakers were Op- 
penord, Cucci, Boulle, Peter Golle, 
and Caffieri. Furniture was large in 
seale, sumptuous and completely sym- 
metrical. Curves were restrained, giv- 
ing the furniture a masculine dig- 
nity in spite of its lavishness. Dec- 
orative panels were rectangular, 
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either hollowed at the corners, with 
semi-circular tops, or with insets of 
circles and ovals. Carving was elab- 
orate, Marquetry with various col- 
ored woods was popular but not opu- 
lent enough to satisfy Boulle who 
perfected one making use of tortoise 
shell, ivory, pewter, brass and moth- 
er-of-pearl. Painted furniture was fa- 
vored, often in deep rich colors, as 
well as gilded and silvered. Every- 
thing Chinese became the rage and 
Robert Martin and his brothers per- 
fected the famous process of var- 
nishing known as Vernis-Martin. The 
cabriole leg became fashionable to- 
ward the end of the period. 


As the Regency took over at the 
death of Louis XIV, the Baroque 
slowly gave way to the Rococo dom- 
inated by the free-curved line in both 
structure and ornament. The cabriole 
leg with the deer’s hoof foot was 
the characteristic shape. Furniture 
became smaller and more attention 
was given to comfort. Ornamentation 
became less classical. Bombé and ser- 
pentine fronts were used for desks, 
chests of drawers and cabinets. Mar- 
quetry was still used and there was 
much painted furniture as well as 
lacquered. The cabriole leg remained 
popular but the deer’s hoof foot was 
replaced by the scroll foot. 


‘ The elegance and lavishness of this 
Parisian furniture had but a minor 
effect upon the work of the provin- 
cial cabinetmakers. In the provinces 
for some years after the death of 
Louis XIV, there was a continuing 
of the general characteristics of the 
furniture of his period but in the 
simplified interpretation of the local 
workmen. Gradually, however, the 
straight lines and compass curves of 
the Louis XIV style gave way to the 
free-hand curves of the Regency and 
Louis XV. The cabriole leg with the 
deer’s hoof foot continued popular 
for many years after it had been dis- 
carded by the city cabinetmakers, but 
was gradually replaced by the scroll 
foot. Ere long, even in those dis- 
tricts far from Paris, the houses of 
the provincial nobility and the mer- 
chants became smaller following the 
trend in the cities. The size of the 
rooms also became smaller and hence 
the furniture more compact. It was 
still made of local woods, with little 
evidence of the exotic imports so pop- 
ular in Paris, with the provincial ar- 
tisans using local forms with local 
decorative motifs, in the simpler in- 
terpretations usual in their work.

traditional or not—are represented 
according to their value as ornaments 
rather than a natural reproduction. 
The distortion of the natural propor- 
tions is affected with a strong rhyth- 
mic and decorative style. These bron- 
zes are remarkable for their beauty 
and their historic importance. Con- 
ventional heads of dragons and lions 
resemble the products of Chinese 
bronze art of the Han dynasty 
(206 B.C.-220 A.D.). 

In Luristan bronze composition the 
human figure was frequently sym- 
bolized. These forms, usually flanked 
by animal forms, are expressive of 
the Gilgamesh: figures in Sumerian 
art (ce. *3000-2550 B.C.). Legends of 
Gilgamesh represent him as a hero 
“who loves and hates, weeps and re- 
joices, strives and wearies, hopes and 
despairs.” In the mythological pat- 
tern of the times he was two-thirds 
divine and one-third mortal. Images 
of this popular deity date back to 
the fourth millennium, when a fig- 
ure of Gilgamesh was found on a 
musical instrument excavated at Ur, 
in South Babylonia on the Euphra- 
tes river. 

The god Gilgamesh was the pro- 
tector of herds, the destroyer of mon- 
sters and beasts who preyed on cat- 
tle. This forceful figure usually 
stands with two beasts attacking him 
—one from the right and one from 
the left. The symbol of Gilgamesh 
and the subject of his struggle with 
the beasts obviously were borrowed 
from Ancient Babylonia. The theme 
seems to be symbolic of ancient Per- 
sian teaching on the struggle be- 
tween good and evil. 

Most unusual is the fact that the 
entire scene and story are projected 
as a single figure. Gilgamesh and the 
two beasts are actually cast in a sin- 
gle mold. The projection of the lower 
part of the figure represents not 
only the hips of Gilgamesh but also 
the hind legs of both beasts. 

Shown here is a bronze ritual ob- 
ject, talisman—or idol—strongly styl- 
ized. The mythical hero, Gilgamesh, 
stands between two dragons rampant 
which try to bite his long ears. Orig- 
inally, an inner bronze tube, driven 
through the central shaft of the fig- 
ure, connected it with a bottle-shaped 
bronze base. The base had no bottom, 
and was perhaps mounted on a wood- 
en shaft. 

The date of the Luristan bronzes 
is controversial, One authority has 
suggested that some of the important 
works may have belonged to the Kas- 
site people who conquered Babylon 
in the eighteenth century B.C. and 
remained in power five hundred years. 
Another specialist has seen similar- 
ities between certain Luristan bronz- 
es and objects found in European 
sites from the Late Bronze and Ear- 
ly Iron Ages. According to written 
accounts, a particular bowl from Lu- 
ristan is similar to a bowl found in 
Sweden, also to one discovered in 
Czechoslovakia. The shapes are iden- 
tical, the European specimens are 
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more richly ornamented than the 
example from Luristan. Perhaps the 
most startling similarity was found 
in a Luristan bridle-bit in the shape 
of a horse. Its duplicate was found 
in Etruscan excavations in Itaiy. 
The Etruscan civilization was at its 
height about 500 B.C. 

Luristan bronzes presumably were 
introduced on the Persian market in 
1929. The first examples had been 
unearthed accidentally. When it was 
learned that these strange objects 
had a market value, systematic 
search began. Many stone-covered 
graves were emptied, thus revealing 
the existence of a unique and un- 
suspected culture.

from the 17th and 18th centuries, 
20 examples of exquisitely woven 
bench and cushion covers, and carved 
and painted furniture and other 
peasant woodwork. 

The history of Norwegian textile 
art is traced back to the sixth cen- 
tury in the exhibition catalog by 
Dr, Thor B. Kielland, Director of 
the Oslo Museum of Applied Arts, 
who states that the tapestries in- 
cluded in this exhibition were pro- 
duced in  post-Reformation 
when the art was revived apparent- 
ly by the fresh impulses of immi- 
grant craftsmen echoing in a dis- 
tinctly folk idiom the Renaissance 
style of the great centers of tapes- 
try weaving in Flanders. 

According to Dr. Kielland these 
tapestries, used chiefly as bed fur- 
nishings, present a fairy tale of 
imagery. Themes have to a great ex- 
tent been borrowed from contempo- 
rary religious literature or from the 
Bible. Among the favorite scenes are 
representatives of the New Testa- 
ment parable of the Five Wise and 
the Five Foolish Virgins, King Solo- 
mon receiving the Queen of Sheba, 
the ‘Magi and the Adoration, and the 
Feast of Herod. 

Dr. Kielland notes that flat-pat- 
terned, conventionalized design char- 
acterizes this group of tapestries—a 
style which arose as a result of old 
fashioned methods of manufacture 
with toothing-techniques as*an un- 
usual feature. Produced exclusively 
with a woolen shoot on a warp of 
linen, these home-spun tapestries 
have strong pure-toned colors derived 
frem vegetable dyes 

Weaving as illustrated in this ex- 
hibition was largely centered in the 
prosperous valley of Gudbrandsdalen

A bad man is wretched amidst 
every earthly advantage; a good 
man—troubled on every side, yet 
not distressed; perplexed, but not 
in despair; persecuted, but not 
forsaken; cast down, but not de- 
stroyed.

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in southeastern Norway, At the same 
time Gudbrandsdalen craftsmen also 
developed wood carving of various 
types with the acanthus leaf, Biblical 
scenes, animals, geometrical and ar- 
chitectural designs as favorite mo- 
tifs. The exhibition presents numer- 
ous outstanding examples of such 
woodwork carved from Norwegian 
pine and birch. There are carved and 
painted cupboards, chests and chairs, 
household articles and utensils in- 
cluding a variety of drinking vessels 
such as dippers, tankards, goblets, 
cups and beer bowls with or without 
spouts. Many of the utensils dating 
from the 17th, 18th and 19th cen- 
turies were used in ceremonial func- 
tions. As in the tapestries the rep- 
resentations on the furniture were 
bold and schematic. and were usually 
painted in contrasting colors to high- 
light the decorative effect. 

Several of the furnishings illus- 
trate Norway’s rural “rose painting” 
which developed from late baroque, 
regency and rococo designs and was 
often used to decorate the walls and 
ceilings of entire rooms during the 
height of its popularity between 1750 
and 1850. 

Selections for the exhibition were 
made from museums and private col- 
lections in Norway by a committee 
of Norwegian museum directors and 
curators headed by Dr. Thorvald 
Kron-Hansen, Director of the Arts 
and Crafts Museum in Tronheim. 
The exhibition comes to San Fran- 
cisco from Santa Fe, New Mexico 
and following its showing here will 
be displayed in the Seattle Museum. 

Halvard M. Lange, Norwegian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, in the 
foreword of the catalog, wrote: “The 
aim of the exhibition here presented 
is to give the American public an im- 
pression of one aspect of Norwegian 
folk art, namely 17th and 18th cen- 
tury weaving, where national charac- 
teristics may be said to emerge more 
clearly than in any other sphere of 
folk art. At the same time it is hoped 
that the intrinsic artistry of the ex- 
hibits will appeal to the discriminat- 
ing spectators.”

I do see the inside, I can discern 
the rugged profile of Abe Lincoln, 
beard and all.

Next, this prized Wedgwood. Al- 
ways a delight to me are its exqui- 
sitely perfect cameo designs — the 
fruited grapevine around the top, 
chubby Cupid with his bow and ar- 
row, the tiny vegetables in the cornu- 
copia which Ceres holds so grace- 
fully, and the delicate wreaths of 
white ringing the handsome handle 
at top and bottam. Whenever I ex- 
amine this I see something else to 
admire. This Wedgwood takes me to 
England, so as I proceed with my 
enterprise.

I reach for the Irish Belleek, and 
hold it closely.

leaves and berries, some of which 
are soft yellow. On the bottom is the 
trade-mark —the tower, harp, and 
wolfhound. Below this ‘is a banner 
with the inscription “Co. Ferma- 
nagh.” 


Sailing in the imagination to the 
Netherlands, I have this representa- 
tive bit of Royal Gouda ware. In 
spite of its height of less than two 
inches, it at first lends an air of 
downright “snootiness.” This may be 
due to its long, unproportionate lip. 
But gaze at the piteher a little long- 
er, and you feel beauty and dignity. 
From its shades of blue, yellow, and 
brown with speckles of black con- 
centrated around the top comes a 
special bright gleam. It is mysterious 
to me, but some glazes gleam much 
more brightly than others! 


On to Lucerne, and this chalk- 
white handful — only a souvenir, but 
with an exquisite edelweiss painted 
on a background of yellow. While on 
a real trip to Europe a few years, 
I looked closely from the train win- 
dow, as we neared the top of the 
Jungfrau, hoping to catch a glimpse 
of one wee edelweiss. But I was not 
lueky. 


With the next little white piece I 
go to Innsbruck. It has a gracefully 
winding wreath of colorful flowers. 
Within the circle is the name Inns- 
bruck, and a German inscription. 

Speaking of fragility, what about 
this dainty Venetian glass with its 
swirling stripes of cranberry and 
white? I fell in love with it when a 
friend brought it to me a good many 
years ago. When I was fortunate 
enough to get to Venice myself, I 
saw with my own eyes a husky Ita- 
lian glass-blower deftly producing 
one like it. I appreciated more than 
ever the charm of this pitcher. 


Now for one that blends into the 
group with such beauty of design. 
George Pappas brought it from 
Greece when he came to America a 
couple of decades ago. An heirloom 
in his family for many generations, 
it is brick-red, eight inches high, and 
bears the lovely figures of two Greek 
women working with wool. These fig- 
ures and the fan-like design on the 
opposite side are portrayed by a deli- 
cate outline of black enamel. In spite 
of the surfaces being highly curved 
the figures are very clear. 


We go now across the Mediterra- 
nean to Egypt. What a plain-look- 
ing, small brown number this is, 
with such a big handle for its size! 
This is not surprising when one 
knows that a big Sudanese used it 
for Camel’s milk for his afternoon 
tea. When my soldier friend bought 
it near Cairo, he had the guard in- 
scribe it with my very own name. It 
is right here, written in Arabic! 


The next one is my prize — a com- 
fortable-looking, little covered teapot 
which came to me from Korea in 
1945. Sent from Inchon it was a gift 
from an ex-student who wrote, “They 
tell me it is a family heirloom which 
dates to the craft period before the 
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Japanese conquest, when Chosen was 
the hermit kingdom.” I have never 
had this piece identified, but judging 
from the definite Oriental characters 
on the bottom near the edge and the 
swirls of the potter on both the bot- 
tom of the pot and the inside of the 
cover, I think that it has great age. 
It is of soft grayish base with an 
irregular glaze of green. The green 
glaze has been pierced many times 
with a sharp instrument. I guess 
that this was done because of the 
different rates of contraction of clay 
and glaze. 


Back to our own country, and the 
work of our own potters. I treasure 
this Roseville piece, handsome in 
form with bluish-green shades that 
blend so beautifully in any surround- 
ings. Another true American this 
small six-sided pitcher from Van 
Briggle Potteries. I am always re- 
minded of what the salesman said: 
“Tt reflects the colors of the Rockies.” 
He was right. The colors are all 
there if you take time to look at it 
in daylight at different times, It ap- 
pears brick-red, with shades of green, 
pink, delicate blue, and even a gen- 
erous supply of tiny sparkles emanat- 
ing from the surface. 


My trip is over, but I could start 
again in the same direction, or go 
north and south. I have Indian treas- 
ures, pieces from South America, 
lovely glass from Mexico. I enjoy 
them all. Quite by chance I realized 
that they could lend color to any 
decorating scheme. I have some of 
them out at one time, some at anoth- 
er. For years our walls were of 
palest pink with a muted floral de- 
sign in the carpeting. Now we have 
sandalwood background. Pitchers, ivy 
and flowers add color for any dec- 
orating scheme. My pitchers serve 
me as a symbol of gracious living. 
Many of our friends have enjoyed 
them through the years, and note 
readily the re-appearance or absence 
of favorites. If people have genuine 
interest, I pour out my enthusiasm. 
These pitchers are great conversa- 
tion pieces. If people are not inter- 
ested, that’s all right, too. I personal- 
ly, can: go by a collection of guns, 
for example, at a pretty fast rate 
while my husband tarries long. 


But now, to the end of this clean- 
up job, and home again to East 
Texas. The last I polish is a cher- 
ished, glass creamer. What’s so spe- 
cial about it? As far as I know, it 
has never been identified. There is 
a picture of this prized possession 
on page 81 of Mrs. Kamm’s First 
Edition of the Fifth Pitcher Book. 
She named it the Side-wheeler for 
want of another name. I like 
to think that Diamond Jim Brady 
might have brought it to the town 
of Jefferson, Tex., in its heyday of 
riches. Anyway, it had been around 
there a long time when I got it 24 
years ago. Nobody knew its origin. 
One thing a hobby does, definitely. 
It stirs the imagination!

Philatelic exhibition cancellations 
for May use are: May 13-15 - Texas 
Philatelic Association Convention 
Station, Houston, Texas; and May 
14-15 - CENYPEX Station, Sidney, 
N. Y. (Central New York Philatelic 
Societies Convention). The American 
Topical Association will hold its an- 
nual convention June 17-19 and a 
special cancellation “TOPEX Station, 
Minneapolis, Minnesota” will be in 
use for this event. 

Collectors may secure these can- 
cellations by sending stamped ad- 
dressed envelopes to the postmasters 
involved, with a notation on the 
outer wrapper indicating the post- 
mark desired. 

—o— 


The 2%-cent embossed envelope, to 
be released May 28, 1960, at Chicago, IIl., 
will feature a profile of George Wash- 
ington, facing left, within an oval. This 
envelope, required by postal rate changes 
effective July 1, 1960, will be used for 
third-class bulk mailing. 

In its general form the 2%4-cent em- 
bossed envelope will be available only 
in precanceled form. However, for the 
first-day sale the Post Office Depart- 
ment will utilize unprecanceled envelopes 
in the 6% size, and will affix a 14%4-cent 
Mount Vernon postage stamp for the 
regular postage series to meet the first- 
class rate. 

Since there is an additional charge 
for the envelope, collectors will have to 
enclose remittance for 6 cents per en- 
velope. 

The standard size 63%, envelope in the 
21%4-cent denomination in unprecanceled 
form will be available to collectors May 
28 at the Chicago post office, on May 
28 to 30 at the “COMPEX” branch post 
office at the Hotel LaSalle in Chicago, 
and from May 31 through December 31, 
1960, at the Philatelic Sales Agency, Post 
Office Department, Washington 25, D.C. 
The Philatelic Sales Agency will sell this 
envelope at 4 cents apiece. 

Collectors desiring first-day cancella- 
tions may submit orders to the Post- 
master, Chicago 7, Ill., plainly indicating 
full name and address, with a remittance 
to cover the cost which is 6 cents per 
envelope. Addressed gummed labels may 
be submitted to be affixed to the en- 
velopes, if desired. The outside envelope 
to the Postmaster should be endorsed 
“First-day Covers 2144-cent Envelope.” 

Collectors are urged to send their first- 
day orders to the Postmaster at Chicago 
, Ill, as much before the first day of 
sale as possible. This will permit the 
postal personnel more time to affix the 
additional stamp required, address the 
envelopes, and cancel the covers.

Knowing “what” has been in the 
world is extremely useful, but the 
tracing of cause and effect in devel- 
opments in the past world seems to 
be the basis for dynamic education 
today. We have a feeling that a large 
dose of basic education is being ab- 
sorbed in what appears to be only 
a trip through an “interesting” mu- 
seum. 

Sixty-seven years ago this orig- 
inal large building housed the tem- 
porary fine arts displays for the first 
Chicago World’s Fair. Some years 
ago the old building was fully re- 
stored in stone by Julius Rosenwald 
of Sears, Roebuck, and by other in- 
dustrial leaders. There is a signifi- 
cant trend in America today for 
great industrial leaders to help inter- 
pret the past in a way to be most 
useful to the future. 

—_—o-— 

“They may take jet planes and zip 
about the world; later they may ride 
rockets to the moon or other planets; 
but they can never travel to the 
America I once traveled nor to the 
Europe I once knew.” These were the 
words of anold friend who began his 
active travels at the age of 25 in the 
year 1900. 

This gentleman has visited many 
of our antiques shows since our first 
one years ago. He says he finds in 
many of the objects on display a 
clear reminder of the people who ac- 
tually used or displayed those objects 
years ago. 

The gentleman does not think of 


“the good old days,” as “primitive.” 
He remembers, however, neighbors 
dying of smallpox, typhoid fever and 
“consumption.” He remembers the 
endless cases of “rheumatism” be- 
fore “arthritis” was invented. But 
he claims there was a greater feel- 
ing of security in the old neighbor- 
hoods of 50 and 60 years ago than 
there is today. 

Political promises and the tricky 
money of today he finds to be a 
poor substitute for the basic secur- 
ity of family, friends and neighbors 
of Americana, There was a basic se- 
curity in the neighborhoods in the 
old days when food, fuel and build- 
ing materials were a matter of local 
supply. He applauds present attempts 
to promote security -in the new day 
of scattered families, strange neigh- 
bors and distant factory production 
of everything. 

As an educated dabbler in history 
he finds the recorded history of the 
world inadequate in complete inter- 
pretation of the real people of the 
world, even in the rather recent past. 
He applauds “the many museums, 
dealers and collectors, and such mag- 
azines as HOBBIES with a balanced 
reading matter and advertising, for 
the best attempts to record actually 
the history of real people who lived 
their very real lives in the past.”

After the first splurge of the Fed- 
eralist party in building a nation 
out of scattered states, a long line 
of Gentlemen, with a capital G, 
from Virginia took over as _ pres- 
idents and national managers with 
a firm conviction that no govern- 
ment should be permitted to get too 
big or too centralized. 

Immigrants, with nothing to sell 
but their labor, began to swell the 
population of northern factory towns 
and cities. Small plant owners as 
well as the laborers began to feel 
the pinch of competition from fac- 
tories abroad. They gradually became 
somewhat radical about the way the 
Virginia gentlemen planters and ex- 
porters were running things down 
in Washington. So infant industry 
and its laborers adopted the “rad- 
ical” title of Whigs in their polit- 
ical approach, They did elect Har- 
rison, Tyler, Taylor and, Fillmore, 


and made some start toward tariff 
protection. 

One hundred years ago, in the cam- 
paign of 1860, some fear of compe- 
tition by slave labor among the 
Whigs, joined with some fear of 
large land holdings and slave labor 
among western Democrats, produced 
a new combination of parties under 
the Republican part of the old Dem- 
ocrat—Republican label. And this is 
what Abraham Lincoln stepped into.

Fifty years ago a landowner down 
in Missouri gave away some acres 
of standing hardwood timber to “any- 
one who will cut off the timber and 
clear the land for farming.” This 
acreage was an old “woodlot” set 
apart by the owner’s grandfather 
back in the 1880’s. This far-seeing 
grandfather had noted the speed with 
which wood for fuel and fencing had 
been disappearing from the commu- 
nity. He was determined that the fu- 
ture of his family was to be assured 
some little supply of fuel. 

Thirty years ago a national con- 
vention of scientists pondered deep- 
ly the problem of apparently twenty 
years of known petroleum reserves 
for a world that was beginning to 
run into thin veins in its coal mines. 

Five years ago the Mid-East with 
its great petroleum production 
loomed on the world horizon as a pos- 
sible future monopolist of heat and 
power. 

Today, with new oil ready to spurt 
from North Africa, and other wells 
capped in many parts of the world, 
the temporary problem ig a market 
glut of oil. 

In the background is the shadowy 
image of atomic heat and power. For 
the next 50 years America may be 
heading into the same abundance of 
power that she has of food today. 
Power for the more distant future is 
still in the lap of the gods. 

It is fitting that each generation 
should give some thought to conser- 
vation for future generations. That 
is the way the world has grown. It 
is far better than blind trust in “sci- 
ence and invention,” but let us not 
try to extend ourselves out of the 
orbit of present day minds.

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Gold and 
Other 
Topics 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


President Theodore Roosevelt felt 
that we should have a new beautiful 
series of gold coins. He detailed the 
famous sculptor St. Gaudens to de- 
sign them. The results were the beau- 
tiful high relief St. Gaudens twen- 
ties of 1907 with Roman numerals. 
True, they resembled medals great- 
ly. They were immediately popular, 
and the first struck for circulation 
with the date in Roman numerals 
were used as presentation pieces, and 
some were put away by well-to-do 
people interested in coins, I believe 
they were the first double eagle to 
demand a premium shortly after com- 
ing out. Twenty-two dollars each was 
the price asked for them. 

Criticism was forthcoming, for the 
extreme high relief made them dif- 
ficult to stack, and they were short- 
ly changed to a permanent lower 
relief design. The date was changed 
to Arabic numerals to make it more 
readable. Religious circles objected 
to the lack of our motto, “In God We 
Trust.” In 1908 an Act of Congress 
authorized the addition of the motto 
to the coins. 

The high relief coins are found 
with both a high wire edge and a 
flat edge. Proofs are very rare, the 
majority of the limited issue were 
struck as uncirculated specimens. Col- 
lectors seek these avidly today. While 
some turn up worn through misuse, 
the majority are still in beautiful, 
uncirculated condition. 

There were two patterns put out. 
The first was very similar to the 
regular issue Roman numeral coins, 
but they can be identified by the 
stars around the edge on the obverse, 
which are so close as to appear as 
though the points actually touch the 
edge. The field also curves to the 
edge and at that point is sharp. The 
regular St. Gaudens may have a 
wire edge but it is different, and 
there seems to be a border between 
the stars and the edge both on the 
flat edge and wire edge varieties. 

The second pattern is most un- 
usual. It has the same design and 
high relief but is the size of a ten dol- 
lar gold piece with double thickness. 
Both of these patterns are excessive- 
ly rare. I would not be at all sur- 
prised if they were to bring well 
over $10,000 each if put up for sale 
now. 

St. Gaudens also designed the new 
Indian Head ten dollar gold pieces. 
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While the first were of higher relief 
than the later regular issues, they 
were not as high as the twenties. 
Here, too, the motto was added in 
1908 


The new $2.50 and $5’s which ap- 
peared in 1908 were designed by 
Bela L. Pratt and were the first 
coins of our series to have incused 
designs, Resembling the St. Gaudens 
pieces scmewhat their incused design 
does not lend to beauty. 

After a lapse of seventeen years, 
in 1921, the coinage of silver dollars 
was resumed. The first were of the 
same design as had been struck since 
1878. With the end of World War I 
agitation from numismatic circles in- 
fluenced the government to strike a 
new dollar commemorating its end. 
In January, 1922, the first were re- 
leased, dated 1921. While these were 
intended to be a commemorative is- 
sue, the design was retained through 
the years until the last was coined in 
19385. 

It was not long after the first 1921 
coins came out that complaints 
poured in. They were so designed as 
to be difficult to stack. In banks, if 
twenty were stacked, they would fall 
over. This was a nuisance, so in 1922 
the design was lowered, so that from 
then on the dollars were stackable. 

With the .entry of the Liberty 
Standing quarter dollars in 1916 of 
which very few of that date were 
ever available, the type one coins, 
without stars under the eagle on re- 
verse, came under great criticism, 
for it was found that the designer 
had left poor Miss Liberty nude from 
the waist up! 

This was rapidly corrected by add- 
ing a mailed coat. And at the same 
time the star arrangement on the re- 
verse was changed so that three 
stars appeared under the eagle. This 
design has continued. One other 
change appeared in this series. This 
was in 1925 when the pedestal on 
which Liberty stands was cut deeper 
to allow a better impression for the 
date. Until then, some uncirculated 
coins had such weak dates they wore 
off very rapidly. 

When the Lincoln cent appeared in 
1909, Victor D. Brenner proudly 
placed his initials on the reverse. A 
howl went up for it was felt that 
no man should have his initials so 
evident on the coin of the realm. Off 
they came promptly, and we there- 
fore have the varieties with and with- 
out VDB on reverse. The initials 
were restored in 1918, but on the 
bust, and were not so noticeable. 

The year 1913 saw the entry of 
the first Buffalo nickels. The first 
variety had a mound under the Buf- 
falo with the legend “five cents” upon 
it. This was quickly changed by plac- 
ing the buffalo on a pedestal, and 
cutting in below for the legend “five

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cents.” Type one, it was felt, and 
rightly so, had the legend so light 
and high it would wear off very 
quickly and after the experience of 
the Mints with the Liberty Nickel 
of 1883 without the word “cents” it 
was felt a good impression would be 
advisable. The date on the Liberty 
Standing quarters was not deepened 
until 1925, 

Nothing spectacular occurred with 
the Liberty Walking half dollars. 
The artists couldn’t make up their 
minds where they wanted the mint 
marks, first placing them below ’’In 
God We Trust’ on the obverse and 
then at the edge on reverse.

Series of 
1896, Act of Aug. 4, 1886. On the 
front, it has the picture of a woman 
and a boy; the woman is pointing 
her finger to a scene in the back- 
ground in which is the capitol and 
the monument under the scene the 
printing says “History Instructing 
Youth — This certifies that there 
has been deposited in the Treasury 
of the United States One Silver Dol- 
lar payable to the Bearer on demand 
—J. Fount Tillman — Register of the 
Treasury D. Nilleorgan” Treasurer 
of United States. Across the top and 
sides of the bill are names of Presi- 
dents, Generals, writers, etc. On the 
right side of the bill is an open 
book with the Constitution of the 
United States. On thé back of the 
bill is a picture of George and Mar- 
tha Washington and on the bottom 
of the bill is printed “This certificate 
is receivable for customs, taxes and 
all public dues and when so received 
may be reissued Silver certificate.” 
Bill is in fair shape, but has been

I have two coins I can’t locate 
in any coin book. The dates are 
1921 and 1926. The 1921 coin has 
a head of a woman like our Liberty 
Head Nickel. A word “libertas” is 
on her head band.

LUTHER’S BIBLE 
OF 1534 


By PAUL W. SCHMIDTCHEN 


The actual explosion, it is said, oc- 
curred on October 31, 1517 — but we 
now know it had gotten well under- 
way before then; and the culmina- 
tion date of one of its major facets 
did not arrive until 1534. Luther’s 
ardent protest, moreover, had reper- 
cussions with varied overtones! © 

We are here concerned specifical- 
ly, however, with only his great 
work: the Bible translation, started 
as early as 1517-1521. As a matter 
of fact, he finished the New Testa- 
ment from Erasmus’ Greek text in 
four months. Somewhat later, of 
course, with Melanchthon’s help, he 
brought out a revised edition. The 
Old Testament, in comparison, came 
out piecemeal over his middle span 
of years and the entire result in 
1534 is Luther’s mighty proof that 
he laid more stress than all the oth- 
ers on the exclusive authority of 
the Scriptures as such. 

“Here I stand; I cannot do other- 
wise; God help me; Amen,” can, in- 
deed, be contrasted to the Scriptural 
rock on which the great Reformer 
rested his entire case. He viewed the 
Bible not only as inspired, but of in- 
spiring character as well; he claimed 
that the word of God was the ulti- 
mate and sole authority. 

Martin Luther began translating 
probably as early as his first impact 
on the Renaissance scene when he 
posted his theses with so bewilder- 
ing an effect. It is doubtful though, 
that he finally decided on a new ver- 
sion of the entire Bible until his 
confinement in the Wartburg (1521- 
22). (It is literally amazing how 
many of our provocative works were 
similarly expedited by an incarcera- 
tion!) His study was primarily based 
upon an independent scholarship of 
the original Hebrew and Greek. To 
be sure, his ability to express his 
ideas clearly in strong, pure Ger- 
man, decidedly helped, and sucn im- 
press on the language is noticeable 
to this day. Add his marvelous ex- 
egetical insight and one can readily 
understand why the result success- 
fully met the test of the interven- 
ing centuries, 

Let it not be thought, nonetheless, 
that the Wittenberg professor was 
the first to bring out a German ver- 
sion. The Monsee fragments show a 
bi-lingual attempt as early as the 
eighth century and manuscript ver. 
sions are numerous from there on, 
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and up to even beyond the invention 
of printing. Mentelin’s German Bi- 
ble of 1466 at Strassburg was prob- 
ably the first printed endeavor and 
this was inevitably followed by some 
50 editions in whole or in part be- 
fore the appearance of the Lutheran 
New Testament already mentioned. 
All previous translations were made 
from the Vulgate essentially, but they 
were never graced with any popular 
acclaim. To Melchior Lotthar then 
at Wittenberg on September 21, 
1522, should go the credit for the 
initial Reformation Testament. The 
Pentateuch appeared in 1523 and the 
remaining parts of the Old Testa- 
ment followed in relatively close or- 
der until Han Lufft of Wittenberg 
issued the first complete edition in 
August of 1534. 

Competing Roman Catholic ver- 
sions were to be expected and Speier’s 
of 1526 and Dietenberger’s of 1534 
typify this concern. In the latter at- 
tempt especially we can note the 
marked reaction as the Grand In- 
quisitor of Mainz compares his trans- 
lation with Luther’s in the Annota- 
tions at the end of each chapter. As 
a matter of fact, translation began 
to follow translation until finally by 
Imperial Edict all suspected Bibles 
in Latin, French or Dutch were pro- 
hibited. Further, the theological fac- 
ulty of Louvain was commanded to 
prepare duly authorized editions in 
these languages; of this censorship, 
the Latin Bible of 1547 appeared 
first. 

Before terminating our short com- 
mentary on this stirring achieve- 
ment, it seems only fitting that some 
mention should be made of the ex- 
tremely rare Baptist Bible of Worms 
which actually was the first Protes- 
tant version to bear the general ti- 
tle, Biblia. You will note that it ac- 
tually preceded Luther’s Bible by 
about five years! The only copy that 
I know of in the U.S, other than the 
one currently residing on my shelves 
is apparently housed with the Board 
of Publication of the Schwenkfelder 
Church. You may recall that the 
Schwenfelders, to escape from con- 
tinued religious persecution, came to 
America, circa 1784, and settled in 
the vicinity of Philadelphia. And 
thereby hangs this tale! 

Caspar Schwenkfeld (1490-1561) 
early became a Lutheran disciple, but 
as so frequently happens with initial

myp 
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revolutions, he soon came to a part- 
ing of the ways with other leaders 
in the movement over matters of 
faith and discipline. In other words, 
the outspoken liberal in time becomes 
an arch conservative, and the quick- 
ly solidifying Lutheran tenets indu- 
bitably began to fight against so- 
called anti-Lutheran heresies held by 
the more radical Protestant sects. 
Schwenkfeld, in trying to reconcile 
the conflicting views of Luther and 
Zwingli, as an example, wound up in- 
stead pursued by both—and by the 
Catholics as well! 

However, our connection here deals 
mainly with the fact that Peter 
Schofer, of an illustrious printing 
family, was a pupil, friend, and ad- 
mirer of Caspar Schwenkfeld — and 
it is he who published our famous 
Biblical cornerstone in 1529! The 
other copy mentioned, containing 
Schwenkfeld’s signature, was prob- 
ably given as a gift just prior to 
the exile forced upon the Silesian 
theologian because of his indomitable 
teachings. The rarity of this partic- 
ular Bible undoubtedly stemmed from 
its own immediate peril — censored 
by more than just a Catholic “index.”

These annual volumes always have 
something of interest for everyone 
who has a natural curiosity about 
man and the world in which we find 
ourselves. 

Articles covered fall into the cate- 
gories of the Physical Sciences, So- 
cial Sciences and Biological Sciences. 
One need not however, have a degree 
in science to find them interesting. 
Collectors would be interested in the 
article “The New England Porringer 
An Index of Custom.” We learn 
how the use of the porringer in 
early colonial days differed in this 
country and in England. According 
to the author the porringer seemed 
to have an affinity for Puritan cus- 
toms and when these customs de- 
clined so did the use of the por- 
ringer. 

Since everyone is interested in con- 
ditions which make a genius. “The 
Childhood Pattern of Genius” is pro- 
vocative. From a much longer list the 
author has selected 20 men who rate 
as geniuses and he comes up with 
some similarities in their  back- 
grounds which apparently are favor- 
able to the development of genius. 
For example for the most part those 
men studied in their youth were most 
closely associated with adults and 
had very little if any contact with 
children of their own age. Often 
they did not associate with children 
outside of their own small family 
group. Usually their education was 
carefully provided for by tutors or 
by their own parents. Usually they 
had access in their early years to 
excellent home libraries. In most 
cases due to limited contact with 
children of his own age, the young 
genius was thrown back on his re- 
sources of imagination and thus be- 
comes more independent and able to 
develop to the fullest his individual 
thoughts and abilities. Because of 
space limitations the author has been 
able to discuss only a limited num- 
ber of geniuses from a much longer 
list. Most of those in his list died 
before the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury. We wish that he would have 
added a few more recent ones closer 
to our own times. The author states 
that the mass education of our pub- 
lic school system may cause to dis- 
appear the factors which promoted 
genius in earlier periods, thus tend- 
ing to suppress the occurrence of 
genius. 

There are many more equally in- 
teresting articles such as “Backwash 
of the Frontier” which gives a very 
illuminating study of the great ex- 
tent to which our culture has been 
modified by the American Indian. 
There are several articles pertaining 


to the evolution theory of Darwin 
and how it developed and how na- 
tural selection operates today in na- 
ture and in man. 

If you have never seen these vol- 
umes we hope that you may be 
inspired to run down to your local 
library and sample some.

This book is an extensive compila- 
tion of information dealing with pis- 
tols, flintlocks, sporting guns, 
powder flasks, with the barrels, locks 
and furnishings of the finest wea- 
pons of what was the finest period 
for firearms from the connoisseur’s 
point of view. 

The seventeenth century, with the 
art of chiselling in steel reaching its 
zenith, enabled the gunsmith to pro- 
duce some veritable works of art. 
Many of the bock’s illustrations de- 
pict firearms with the intricate carv- 
ings of this period. 

The eighteenth century weapons 
show a marked improvement in the 
mechanical efficiency and workman- 
ship but the artistic merit is less. 
Many weapons of the eighteenth cen- 
tury are also depicted and their me- 
chanical improvements described. 

The chapter entitled, “Some Hints 
On The Cleaning And Keeping Of 
Firearms”, will be of lasting import- 
ance to the beginning collector; also 
“Hints To Collectors” and “Restora- 
tion of Firearms” will be of con- 
tinuous service.

Bakeless has dug out of the surviv- 
ing papers of the famous Revolu- 
tionary cavalryman, Major Allen 
McLane, the exact warning that 
McLane, himself, gave Washington in 
1778, two years before the treason.

SIR ARTHUR CONAN DOYLE

The son of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle 
states that President Dwight D.

“the doctors, for a certain period, 
wouldn’t let him read.

This 
was the first book he read after his 
illness. 

Sir Nigel is Arthur Conan Doyle’s 
historical novel laid in the 14th cen- 
tury. 

Adrian Doyle is the administrator 
of his famous father’s estate, and 
curator of his archives. 

He made a special visit to Geneva, 
Switzerland, in connection with the 
100th anniversary of his father’s 
birth. He requested Secretary of 
State, Christian A. Herter, to take 
a special Conan Doyle book back to 
the White House.

Only 
about 20 copies of this special edi- 
tion were printed, and they were not 
for sale. 

Although it contains many inter- 
esting things about the author, it does 
not contain two stories that his son 
thinks are the best. 

“My father once arrived in Paris,” 
said his son, “and was amazed when 
a hack driver addressed him as, 
‘Monsieur Sir Arthur Conan Doyle.’

Actor and Writer 


By DORIS H. HAMILTON 


Richard Mansfield had a repertoire 
which ranged from Tarkington to 
Tolstoi. Among his famous roles were 
the star parts in Beau Brummel, M. 
Beaucaire, Henry V. The Merchant 
of Venice, Julius Caesar (taking the 
part of Brutus), Don Carlos, Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, The Scarlet 
Letter (Arthur Dimmesdale), and 
Cyrano de Bergerac. 

Mansfield’s choice of plays shows 
his interest in literature and his let- 
ters reveal him to be a correspondent 
of substantial literary ability. Had 
he not been so busy searching for 
perfection in the theater, his keen 
observation and his knowledge of 
character, as well as his articulate- 
ness, would have been great assets to 
him as a writer. I am always pleased 
to come across his letters and recent- 
ly I obtained three letters written 
to his friend, E, A. Dithmar, drama 
reviewer for the New York Times. 
The previous owner has dated the 
first letter in pencil: May, 1892; the 
second letter has the date in full: 
March 11, 1894; and the third let-

ter is dated November 16, with the 
accompanying envelope postmarked 
1900. The letters are on octavo pa- 
per, handwritten. The first is signed 
“RM”; the other two are signed in 
full: “Richard Mansfield.” The let- 
ters concern his production plans, his 
comments on people of the theater, 
and a dramatic vignette from his 
childhood. 

The first letter is on “Tour of Mr. 
Richard Mansfield” letterhead, en- 
graved in green. Mansfield writes: 

“Can you find time to give me an 
opinion. The idea has occurred to me 
—(this distinctly ‘entre nous’) to 
give a very perfect production to be 
called ‘Napoleon Bonaparte’ and deal- 
ing with the life of the great Napo- 
leon from the time of his assump- 
tion of the Imperial purple to his 
lonely death on St. Helena. It is nec- 
essary in this country in order to 
make great returns to present some 
great popular subject and to com- 
bine that with dignity is very diffi- 
cult. It seems to me that it lies per- 
haps here. We could have a series 
of marvelous pictures including the 
night before Waterloo and etc., etc., 
and introducing Josephine, the Queen 
of Prussia, Maria Louisa and Mme. 
Recamier. What do you say? I would

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make up for Napoleon very well and 
during my visit to Europe I could 
make every detail of costume and 
scenery and incident perfect.” 

The letter of March 11, 1894, con- 
tains nineteen handwritten pages! He 
comments on A Doll’s House in which 
his wife, Beatrice Cameron, ap- 
peared: “For my part I do not see 
what purpose was served in reviv- 
ing the play—which like all Ibsen’s 
work is merely a curiosity and there 
is nothing in it—more than in the 
others—to touch a live American man 
or woman.” 

He then mentions his familiarity 
with life in a small German town 
as he had spent his early life on the 
Continent with his mother, Erminia 
Rudersdorff, a noted opera singer. 
His description of his granduncle 
shows much insight and _ literary 
skill: 

“He was a Justiz-Rath and Doctor 
of Law. He was an ancient, stiff, 
starched man, who wore an anti- 
quated choker and the points of his 
collar touched his ears. He was all 
dried up and he was turned out stiff 
and starched every morning by his 
Hoch Wohlgeborne Frau with the 
loop of his black frock coat sticking 
up behind as far as the brim of his 
mediaeval tile, and which gave him 
the appearance of being all prepared 
and ready to be hung up again to 
be dried when he got home. The Jus- 
tiz-Rath and Holwohl etc., ete., lived 
just the life Ibsen describes and it 
came to him (the Justizrath) late in 
life to fall in love with our gover- 
ness—an English girl who was dy- 
ing of inaction in Jena, whither she 
had journeyed with the lot of us 
children. The wretched man broke 
up into poetry, which he wrote by 
the hour (when he wasn’t hanging 
up) and there was such a pother 
over it all in Jena thatthe poor man 
died—quite stiff and stark of a bro- 
ken heart and small glasses of home- 
made wine and stale cakes and cof- 
fee and Klatscherei. 

“, .. poor old man. I see him now 
as he came on a summer evening 
across fields to meet the governess— 
with us at her heels—on his return 
from a neighboring village where he 
had trudged to investigate the cot- 
tage of a hideous miser who had 
been murdered in the night—and 
young as I was then I remembered 
his description of the poor murdered 
thing’s abode—the dirt three inches 
thick on the floors mixed up with 
money—the oak rafter over the dead 
man’s bed clotted with blood and a 
tuft of gray hair, and the bed it- 
self! and a cracked cup on a chair 
with an ounce of coffee in it;—all 
this told and interspersed with bits 
of Schiller and Goethe by means of 
which he was wont with sly innuendo 
to express his unutterable love for 
the governess

izes) an actress: “‘When she attempt- 
ed Roxanne, Cyrano was blotted out 
completely for she made all her ef- 
fects in the balcony scene with a 
paint-brush dabbed in crimson and 
killed the moonlight.” 

He continues with remarks on his 
plans for spving: “I shall present 
Herod in March. .... It was I who 
gave Mr. Phillips the commission and 
paid him in advance for writing it. 
... Mr. Phillips might have had the 
courtesy to offer me his next play 
—mais non. 

He concludes his letter with some 
caustic comments on the unfair prac- 
tices of visiting English artists. Al- 
though he himself was of English- 
Dutch parentage, he most fiercely 
regarded himself as an American 
actor: 


“When are foreign artists to be 
made to realize that they have no 
right to come to America and insult 
the American artist by placing their 
services at a higher value than the 
American obtains? My expenses at 
the Garden touch five thousand dol- 


lars a week and such art as I possess 
is presumably as valuable as Mr. 
John Hare’s—yet Mr. Hare charges 
more than we do! What effect would 
it have upon the London public if 
going there I charged half a crown 
more than their pet actors? 
. . - When I get upon this subject I 
boil—so I had better blow out the 
lamp.”

Mounds 


By CHARLES MILES 


For many years it was assumed 
that the = to who built the many 
conspicuous mounds of sie the 
Mississippi basin were a special peo- 
ple, butt is now realized that they 
were actually the ancestors of the 
Indians as the Europeans found 
them. But the puzzle still remains 
as to why these mounds had ceased 
to have significance and use when 
the Europeans arrived. 

The most likely answer is that 
something similar to the “Dark Ages” 
of medieval Europe occurred, ap- 
parently something that broke up 
concentrations of sedentary popula- 
tions. In the South this may have 
been the impact or disturbance fol- 
lowing the appearance of the first 
European explorers. In the North 
it was something that caused major 
shifts of tribes such as the westward 
movement of the Naddiwausioux, or 
Sioux, or Dakotas, who apparently 
moved from the Ohio Valley to their 
modern territories in the northern 
Plains. 

However, when the mounds were 
in their heyday (archaeologists with 
carbon 14 should know when that 
was) it is evident that in the areas 
surrounding them there were pop- 
ulations large enowgh and sufficient- 
ly sedentary to put forth the im- 
mense labor necessary to build the 
larger ones, 

Today, most of these larger ones 
are being preserved, but hundreds 
and hundreds of lesser ones have 
been leveled and lost. 

There are three types of mounds; 
ceremonial, effigy, and burial. Per- 
haps there are two others, fortifica- 
tions and residence or refuge sites. 
They are not mutually exclusive, but 
overlapping; with burials likely to 
occur in any type. 

Effigy mounds are spectacular be- 
cause of their pictorial character. 
Of these the great Serpent Mound is 
the most notable. It is in Adams 
County, Ohio, on a bluff at the junc- 
tion of two streams, near West 
Union, and has been preserved by 


the Ohio State Historical Society. Its 
purpose and significance are now in 
the realm of guess work. It was not 
used for burials. 

Two of the largest of ceremonial 
mounds, the Great Cahokia and Eta-

wah, in Illinois, and Georgia, respec- 
tively, are rectangular in construc- 
tion with several levels and strongly 
like the masonry pyramidal struc- 
tures of Central America. In fact, 
the general plans of these and sim- 
ilar structures indicates connection 
with the southern civilizations at one 
time. In each have been found arti- 
facts of all kinds, some of nota- 
ble craftsmanship; possibly sacrifi- 
cial material. Burial use cannot be 
thoroughly investigated without se- 
rious damage to the mounds. 

Protection of concentrations of 
sedentary populations against ri- 
val groups or marauders created 
some considerable earthworks that 
have survived. Other mounds could 
well have been artificial hills rising 
above the level of highest water dur- 
ing floods. This purpose is especially 
indicated when photographs of flood- 
ed areas are taken from the air. 

While not an effigy mound nor es- 
pecially large or architectural, the 
Great Temple or Spiro Mound in 
Oklahoma is, or was, probably the 
richest and most interesting mound 
in North America, It is also of great 
interest psychologically, as it illus- 
trated tragically the inability of pro- 
fessional archaeologists to get along 
with fellow men of their own gen- 
eration; with resultant destruction 
of a major volume in the library of 
the North American past, 

The mound was ignored by scien- 
tists, or at least they did nothing to 
investigate it. But some local men, 
out of curiosity, took time to dig 
into it and _ struck a commer- 
cial treasure trove of spectacular ar- 
tifacts housed in what appears to 
have been a major temple or an 
American Mecca of some ancient re- 
ligion. Unaware of the scientific im- 
portance of their find and spurred 
on by the monetary value of their 
finds they proceeded to wreck the 
place. Wakening too late, regular 
archaeologists did not halt this pac- 
ifically, but put through a law for- 
bidding excavation without a 
license. The moral is that had in- 
formed professionals spent a little 
time cultivating public relations as 
intelligently as they did rivaling each 
other’s scientific achievements, they 
might have saved the story told by 
this structure. Happy proof of the 
merit of this moral has been afford- 
ed in modern times by cooperation 
between professionals and intelligent 
laymen on the Columbia River in 
Oregon and Washington, and in some 
other localities. Meanwhile the nu- 
merous artifacts from the Spiro 


- Mound still in collections or in cir- 


culation have become somewhat 
mournful souvenirs, like relics from 
a battlefield whose story has been 
completely lost to history. 

There are many other mounds 
hardly less notable in the ‘Mississippi 
Basin and adjacent territory, and 
hundred of lesser mounds, some gut- 
ted commercially, some properly ex- 
cavated, some wiped out by modern 
engineering operations, and a num- 
ber still extant. Although we now 
know their architects and engineers 
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were Indians it is still appropriate 
to call those Indians Mound Build- 
ers. 

While these Mississippi Basin 
earthworks are best known as prod- 
ucts of the Mound Builders there 
were other mounds and mound build- 
ers, chief among them the Indians 
of the central California valleys and 
mouths of the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers, There is, however, no 
variety or scenic character among 
these mounds and all are occupation 
and burial sites, with few exceptions. 
Some in the flood plain, built orig- 
inally on knolls to escape flood wa- 
ters, grew to good sizes. One between 
Sacramento and Marysville was at 
least 25 feet deep and two or three 
acres in area. 

Since this area was one of the 
most thickly populated areas in 
North America in prehistoric times 


- burials in these mounds are very nu- 


merous, newer burials mingling with 
older ones sometimes to create veri- 
table tangles of skeletons and arti- 
facts. Where there was no cremation 
these burials are often very well pre- 
served. With cremation, however, all 
that can be found are charred warped 
artifacts, and ashes. This is also 
somewhat true where a ceremony, 
called the mourning ceremony, con- 
sumed sacrificial goods. 


Here, and elsewhere, in the United 
States are many slight elevations 
marking sites and created by noth- 
ing but the accumulated debris of 
long occupation. Some of these were 
once discernable mounds, now are 
nature. 


Most of these long occupied sites 
are distinguished by a fine, black, 
greasy dirt popularly called “Indian 
dirt.” This dirt is shot through with 
bits of bone, shells, ashes, flakes of 
stone, burnt rocks, and, alas! more 
broken artifacts than whole ones. 
Where shell fish were much used in 
diet such mounds are so “loaded” 
that there may be more shells than 
soil. Such is the case with a number 
around San Francisco Bay, on the 
southern California Coast, and on the 
Oregon Coast. On the bay shore of 
Oakland, California, there was for 
many years a huge mound as large 
and high as a small apartment house, 
which was for a long time the fea-

mound and park now being victims 
of the march of progress. 

Wigwams, tepees, wooden commu- 
nity houses, earth lodges, and_ all 
other perishable buildings erected by 
the pre-Columbians have vanished 
with but a tiny scattering of excep- 
tions, and only the Pueblos cliff dwel- 
lings, and ruins of the Southwest and 
these products of the Mound Build- 
ers are left to remind us of the North 
American population that our ances- 
tors destroyed and displaced. 





STUDY OF KANSAS 
INDIAN HISTORY 

Kansas has its ancient history— 
eecorded in remains of villages and 
camp sites scattered all over the 
State. Thus far the surface barely 
has been scratched by archaeologists, 
says Dr. Waldo R. Wedel, Smithso- 
nian archaeologist, in a report on 
a preliminary survey recently pub- 
lished by the Bureau of American 
Ethnology. Traditionally the present 
area of the State was a region of 
roving, rather hostile Indian hun- 
ters. This stage was shortly preced- 
ed, however, by one of farming peo- 
ples with some contacts with the 
Pueblo peoples of the Southwest, Dr. 
Wedel says. 

Basically, he stresses, the story of 
pre-white Kansas “is a story of sev- 
eral millennia of hunting-gathering 
subsistence economies, followed by 
several centuries of horticulture, 
with hunting again coming into the 
ascendancy in the last century or 
two, this time with the horse as an 
important adjunct. 

“So far as there is any evidence 
at all, the story begins with men 


who were living perhaps 10,000 or

Elsewhere mentioned in these col- 
umns is “Notes on Ammunition of 
the American Civil War, 1861-65.” 
The American Ordnance Association, 
which is sponsoring the publication 
of a number of booklets on various 
aspects of the Civil War couldn’t 
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have found a more qualified indi- 
vidual on the subject than the au- 
thor, Colonel Berkley R. Lewis, Ord- 
nance Corps, United States Army 
(Retired). Author of many articles 
on weapons, his most recent work 
was one for the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution in Washington entitled “Small 
Arms and Ammunition in the United 
States.” Much of the material in 
this Civil War work is of course an 
offshoot of the larger Smithsonian 
book. 

The early part of this work treats 
with something usually glossed over 
or ignored, that is that most im- 
portant component of ammunition, 
powder, which was a problem for 
the North and the South. The sub- 
ject runs into the importation of 
foreign arms and the ammunition 
accordingly needed for them. Had it 
not been for these foreign arms, 
and the variety of weapons made in 
this country in more or less great 
quantity, we might have no need 
for this bocklet today. The number 
and variety of imported arms is 
astounding, the problems of keeping 
all of them supplied with their cor- 
rect ammunition a still greater one. 
Some of the production figures are 
truly amazing; for example, the Fed- 
eral Government produced 50,617,898 
carbine cartridges, 424,441,565 cart- 
ridges for the caliber 577 and .58 
musket, 221,571,978 rounds for other 
muskets and a total of 997,214,583 
rounds of all sorts for all the small 
arms; as Colonel Lewis puts it, — 
“a very respectable figure.” 

All the various small arms am- 
munition is described and charts 
indicate the most important physical 
characteristics of the more import-

Not a new book, but only recently 
available in this country is La Civil- 
isation Merovingienne, D’Apres Les 
Sepultures, Les Textes Et Le La- 
boratoire, Troisieme Partie, Les 
Techniques. This work of 312 pages 
treats with the composition, struc- 
ture and means of manufacture of 
various weapons, metallic items of 
dress such as_ buckles, bosses, etc., 
of the Merovingian period, which 
covers the dynasty of Clovis I of 
France about 500 A.D. Much is 
based on archaeological findings 
which were examined using the latest 
metallurgical techniques to deter- 
mine composition chemically and 
structurally.

EARLY PERCUSSION FIREARMS by 
Lewis Winant. William Morrow and 
Co., New York, N. Y. 292 pp, 230 il- 
lustrations, published 1959. $7.50. 


The first thing that strikes the 
person handling this book for the 
first time is its attractive dust cov- 
er; the second thing is the great 
number of fine illustrations, mostly 
from photographs. There are enough 
of these and well enough captioned 
to enable the “reader” to get a good 
picture of the many mechanisms 
treated within the book without read- 
ing a line of text. The period treated 
deals with that encompassed by Rev- 
erend Forsythe’s detonators patent- 
ed in 1807 and the era opening with 
the 44/40, model 1873 Winchester 
Rifle. Enough has been written about 
the cartridge period to avoid repeti- 
tion and author Winant is wise at 
stopping there even though we are 
still very much in the percussion 
era. 

A great deal of space is given, 
and rightly so, to the inventions of 
Forsythe, a description of many of 
these, the advantages and disadvan- 
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tages and the comparative rarity of 
these. In the first chapter entitled 
“Forsyth Muzzle-Loading Detona- 
tors” the author describes the vari- 
ous types, something of the values 
and significantly in this day the de- 
tection of fakes. Since it is only 
necessary to change the shape of the 
hammer, or what was once the cock, 
by using stock parts and reshaping 
them and adding the scent bottle 
shape characteristic of these locks, 


unscrupulous gunsmiths, have long 
been making “Forsyths.” Referen- 
ces are made to some such fakes 


dating back to the early 1920’s and 
unfortunately for the present-day 
buyer this forty-year period has giv- 
en some of this work some appear- 
ance of antiquity. 

Successive chapters deal with the 
Pauly Breech-Loading Detonators, 
the Invention of the Percussion Nip- 
ple and Cap in which we learn that 
the Nipple came before the metallic 
percussion cap (the early models 
utilized as a patch of fulminate 
placed on the nipple), an interesting 
section on American Punch Locks. 
Having seen these strange looking 
hammers on many firearms I was 
not aware of the fact that these 
weapons, or rather their type of 
ignition, was solely American, and 
not found elsewhere in the world. 
Other chapters deal with Tape, Disk 
and Cap Magazine Guns, Guns Fir- 
ing Self-Primed Non-reloadable Car- 
tridges in which we are introduced 
to the Dreyse Needle Gun, the 
Schroeder needle-fire breech-loader, 
the Allen and Wheelock lip fire re- 
volver, the Volcanic, Henry and 
other weapons. Further along we 
have chapters dealing with Early 
Primings, Caps and Cartridges, and 
the Smith & Wesson Evasions in 
which this company among others, 
built firearms which could get around 
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the tight Colt patents covering igni- 
tion systems. 

The book has made much use of 
actual weapons in some of the coun- 
try’s outstanding collections, both 
private and public, for information 
and illustration, the bibliography is 
impressive in size and scope though 
one feels that altogether too much 
reliance has been placed on _ secon- 
dary references. The lack of foot- 
notes is also unfortunate in this 
day when we are beginning to stress 
documentation more and more in 
technical writing. Albeit these do 
increase the cost of printing, but the 
readers do want to know whence 
come some of the statements this and 
other authors make. 


All in all, this is an extreme- 
ly fine book, well printed, well illus- 
trated and interestingly written.

“THE MOST COMPLETE 
COLLECTION OF 
FIREARMS IN 
THE WORLD”

of firearms that shows every step 
in the evolution from the most 
primitive bow-gun strung by turn- 
ing a crank*, to the modern small- 
bore rifles having a range entirely 
out of proportion to their size and 
weight. The collection of firearms 
shown by the United States Cart- 
ridge Company of Lowell, Mass., in 
the Forestry, Fish and Game Build- 
ing, is the largest and most com- 
plete in the world. Guns of every 
description, every age, and all styles 
are included, so that it is possible 
to trace the progress in the art of 
gun-making from the very earliest 
times to the present high state of 
development. 

“This collection és the most com- 
plete in the world#, containing, as 
it does, thousands of guns from all 
ages and nearly every nation. Be- 
tween the rows of death - dealing 
weapons, as it were, one can read 
stories of heroism, of great deeds 
and noble sacrifices, of maps chang- 
ed and nations created, and also of 
the guns in civilization. 

“The cases containing the wonder- 
ful collection, as may be seen from 
the illustration, are ranged in rows, 
and are numbered according to the 
period of the arms contained in 
them. 

“For instance, in case one are the 
bow-guns, the first application of 
the gun principle, used in the days 
when hand-to-hand conflicts were the 
rule and the slaughter greatest. 

“The invention of gunpowder made 
the use of barrel and ball possible, 
and the ingenuity of the early gun- 
smiths was taxed to provide means 
to ignite the charge—the collection 
of _match-locks, wheel-locks, and 
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flintlocks shows the primitive de- 
vices devised and the gradual im- 
provement through our own Revo- 
lutionary War period to the time 
when percussion caps came _ into 
vogue. 

“Before the days of 1776, the 
great bell-mouth blunderbusses had 
come and gone, but a number of 
small-sized cannon, with barrels 
shaped like a bugle, are included in 
the collection, and one’s admiration 
of the strength and endurance of 
men who could march with heavy 
and clumsy pieces grows as one pro- 
ceeds along the row. 

“In early days, when the com- 
bining of different grades of metals 
was not understood, the gunsmiths 
were compelled to make up in weight 
what the metal lacked in strength, 
and the pieces were correspondingly 
heavy. 

“Many guns used by the patriots 
of the Continental Army are ex- 
hibited, and places on the stock 
where the finish of the woodwork 
has been dulled by the contact of 
their cheeks are still visible. 


“Foreign guns there are also. many 
of them beautifully engraved, and 
inlaid with brass, silver, and gold. 
The Oriental guns with their long, 
slender barrels and T-shaped stocks, 
so noticeable in the pictures of Arab 
soldiers, are particularly rich in 
ornamentation, the woodwork being 
inlaid with mother-of-pearl and prec- 
ious metals. 


“Following along after the guns 
of the Revolution are the weapons 
of 1812, and then the guns of ’61. 
In this latter case is a gun that 
was dug up from under a bridge 
at Antietam, where it had lain for 
twenty-seven years — the stock is 
petrified, and the barrel and lock 
incrusted with rust of long stand- 
ing. Another famous gun is the rifle 
used by John Brown during the 
Kansas campaign, and still another 
renowned campaign is suggested by 
the gun used by Sitting Bull, which 
was obtained from him in 1876 and 
added to the collection: both of these 
firearms bear the evidences of ac- 
tive use. The evolution of the breech- 
loader and the magazine gun is 
also shown very clearly. Some of 
the telescope rifles used by sharp- 
shooters during the war of ’61 are 
shown, and one’s respect for them 
grows when their deadly execution 
is remembered. 

“One case is filled with the short 
carbines used by the cavalry and 
navies of the world. and still an- 
other, with modern rifles, now used 


-by different nations. In this case is 


exhibited one of the types of rifles 
used so effectively by the Japanese 
in the present conflict. 


“Nor are the weapons used for 
purposes other than war unrepresent- 
ed; harpoon guns, with their pro- 
jectiles, are shown, and an infinite 
variety of shot-guns, beside which 
are a collection of pistols that must 
have suggested the yawning of a 
cavern when a man looked into it, 
to a dainty bit of deviltry that could 
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easily be concealed in the palm of 
the hand. 

“Some of the pistols are provided 
with long’ blades, so that, if the shot 
failed, a sharp thrust would suffice. 
The collection of pistols and revolv- 
ers of every type, from the earliest 
flint-lock to the most modern six- 
shooter, is worthy of a special ar- 
ticle. 

“The most wonderful gun of the 
collection is evidently the production 
of an Englishman, John Cookson by 
name, dated 1586. This piece, be- 
sides being beautifully chased and 
inlaid, is provided with a wonderful 
mechanism, for the time at least, 
as it is practically a magazine rifle. 
This gun verifies the truth of adage, 
‘There is nothing new under the sun,’ 
for the piece is both breechloading 
and is fitted with a magazine mech- 
anism, yet these improvements were 
not supposed to be invented until 
many years after 1586. 

“This wonderful collection is being 
constantly added to, though there 
are at least 250 pieces not included 
in the exhibit at the World’s Fair. 
A complete catalog, with illustra- 
tions, telling the story of each gun, 
is supplied to visitors. It is im- 
possible to tell the story of this 
marvelous collection in this limited 
space, nor can the history, the deeds 
of heroism, the acts of self-sacri- 
fice, that lie behind these war-worn 
weapons, be even suggested here. A 
study of the actual guns themselves 
can alone do this. 

“There is another great story to 
be told by the ammunition used 
through the ages of warfare and 
sport, and, though evolution is not 
exhibited, the highest and most 
modern type of ammunition is 
shown in the products of the United 
States Cartridge Company, who are 
one of the largest manufacturers of 
metallic ammunition in the world.” 
* The author undoubtedly meant a cross- 

bow, not really a firearm.—hw.

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Perhaps the most sought after 
greeting type cards are the Patrio- 
tics. The two main reasons for their 
popularity are: 1. Most of them are 
a better grade of card. They are 
beautifully colored and highly em- 
bossed. Some, of course, are of a 
cheaper grade, but we as collectors, 
for the most part, overlook these. 
2. They do not seem to be as nu- 
merous as some of the other holiday 
greetings, therefore, are more valu- 
able. Now I see eyes light up as 
some start marking up the prices 
on their patriotics. Don’t get me 
wrong, when I say more valuable, 
I don’t mean that they are in the 
same class with rare oil paintings 
and art treasures. In my opinion, 
most card prices are much too high 
already, but that’s another subject. 

Decoration Day, the day we set 
aside in May of each year to honor 
our dead, has been represented by 
many nice cards by International 
Art, E. Nash, Raphael Tuck and 


other publishers. The cards I per- 
sonally like above all others in this 
category are the ones published by 
Raphael Tuck. There are several 
Tuck series devoted to Decoration 
Day, how many is not known. I un- 
derstand an attempt is being made 
to catalogue Tuck cards. This will 
be a tremendous job but one that 
will be a worth while project if and 
when it is completed. 


“From the Silence 
of Sorrowful Hours, 

The Desolate Mourners go, 
Lovingly laden with Flowers, 

Alike forthe Friend and the Foe:- 
Under the sod and the dew, 

Waiting the Judgment Day, 
Under the Roses the Blue 

Under the Lilies the Gray.” 


This verse appears on a Decora- 
tion Day Card published over 50 
years ago. Since most of the cards 
are from that period they picture 


Union or Confederate veterans lay- 
ing wreaths or flowers at the graves 
of their comrades who lost their lives 
in the War between the States. Vet- 
erans and scenes of other wars are 
also pictured, later cards show sol- 
diers dressed in the World War I 
uniform. Some cards picture General 
Grant and many others show the em- 
blem of the G.A.R. The biggest 
majority of the cards have the Amer- 
ican Flag in the design and if they 
don’t show the flag, the national col- 
ors—red, white and blue—appear 
predominantly on the cards. These 
lines are found on a Tuck card, one 
of series No. 107: 


“While above them floats ‘Old Glory’ 
Boon to all the world oppressed.” 


Decoration Day cards, as well as 
other patriotics, will add value lo 
any collection and will also brighten 
up your collection with their color- 
ful designs. 
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Many of us can recall the days 
when we were children, when our 
mothers would read to us in the eve- 
ning before going off to sleep. In our 
house, as in many homes, some of 
these lines of prose and poetry were 
read to us till we knew them by 
memory. One particular poem that 
most of us heard as children goes 
like this: 


“Little Orphan Annie 

came to our house to stay 
To wash the cups an’ saucers up, 
an’ brush the crumbs away, 
an’ shoo the chickens off the porch, 
an’ dust the hearth, an’ sweep, 
an’ make the fire an’ bake the bread, 
an’ earn her board an’ keep.” 


The immortalized Hoosier Poet who 
wrote these lines rests beneath

of the country he loved so well. 
Scenes made famous by his beautiful 
and down-to-earth writings. 

The poems of James Whitcomb Ri- 
ley will never die. They have been 
read and reread by hundreds and 
thousands since his first poems were 
published while he was still a school 
boy. 

Some of Riley’s favorite poems, 
and excerpts from his poems were 
published on post cards after the 
turn of the century while the poet 
was still living. These cards also 
picture scenes of his Hoosier coun- 
tryside that he wrote about. Others 
have a portrait of Riley with a line 
or two of verse. I don’t have as 
many of these cards as I would like 
to have, but have seen quite a num- 
ber in other collections. Most of the 
ones I have were put out in 1907, 


‘nine years before his death. 


Other cards dealing, with James 
Whitcomb Riley; show- his - boyhood 


home in Greenfield, Ind, This home is 
mistakenly called his birthplace on 
some of the cards I have, but it is 
a two story frame house. Riley was 
born in a log cabin. His Greenfield 
home is where he wrote “Little Or- 
phan Annie” and many of his other 
poems. There are also several views 
of his home in Indianapolis on Lock- 
erbie Street where he spent the last 
85 years of his life. A photo card 
shows his tomb and two modern 
chrome cards from Santa Claus, Ind., 
show Riley, surrounded by children. 
All the figures on these two cards 
were done in wax and are life-size. 
They are on display in the wax mu- 
seum at Santa Claus. 

James Whitcomb Riley was born 
October 7, 1849, in Greenfield, Ind., 
a few miles east of Indianapolis. 
Though he was admittedly a poor 
student, he developed his professional 
talent for art and poetry during his 
public school education. Subjects of 
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his study and observation were the 
characteristic rural people of the pe- 
riod of whom he wrote in briefed 
English, full of Hoosier fun. 

At a very early age he began sub- 
mitting his poems to local papers 
and was elated when many of them 
appeared in print. Samples of his 
poetry were sent to Henry Wads- 
worth Longfellow who encouraged 
Riley to write professionally. 

Soon afterward Riley became a 
feature writer on the Anderson, Ind. 
Democrat, followed by a position on 
the staff of the Indianapolis Journal. 
This was the turning point of his 
career. Here his masterpieces were 
produced and with his first condensed 
publication, “The Old Swimmin’ Hole 


and ‘Leven More Poems,” his repu- 
tation was established. 
He was accorded international 


fame as he traveled about reading 
his own poems and he left behind 
a host of friends inspired by his 
writings. So great was his ability 
and success that he received honors 
from Yale University, Indiana Uni- 
versity and the University of Penn- 
sylvania. 

Riley never married but he was al- 
ways surrounded by children, whom 
he loved and cherished, They constitu- 
ted his most appreciative audiences 
and it was for them that many of 
his poems were written.

“Even people who know how ships 
are built in bottles sometimes doubt 
that I make my light-bulb creations 
without some trick, such as cutting 
the bulb in two to insert the figures 
and then fusing the glass together 
again. Elaborate scenes such as the 
Last Supper often puzzle folks at 
first. Yet my only secrets are my 
three Ps: planning, practice, and pa- 
tience. I build each scene of pieces 
small enough to insert through the 
bulb’s throat. Then I assemble them 
and glue them in place inside the 
bulb. Anyone can do it. 


“The cost of any creation rarely 
exceeds 50 cents. Time is my biggest 
investment; some complicated scenes 
have taken well over 100 hours. In 
my opinion, one of the best I ever 
made was of two battleships and 
an aircraft carrier. For that one, I 
whittled, inserted, and glued to- 
gether close to 2,000 pieces. The car- 
rier had about 25 planes on its flight 
deck, and another 200 or so on the 
hangar deck below. Each was made 
of seven pieces of whittled wood. 
That scene now is in the Believe It 
or Not museum. 

“Navy scenes are among my favor- 
ites, partly because my wife and I 
have lived in Long Beach, Calif., site 
of a large naval base since 1926.” 





The sum of the whole matter is 
this, that our civilization cannot 
survive materially unless it can 
be redeemed spiritually.

more years ago when large game ani- 
mals of species now extinct roamed 
the Kansas grasslands. Later came 
the Archaic hunters and gatherers 
of whom we know almost nothing.” 

The introduction of farming, he 
stresses, was a relatively late devel- 
opment, probably within the Chris- 
tian Era. Its subsequent intensifica- 
tion gave rise, sometime after about 
A.D. 1000, to small village cultures. 

From these Dr. Wedel says, de- 
veloped larger communities whose 
economy rested increasingly on in- 
tensive maize-bean-squash horticul- 
ture. The descendants of these farm- 
ing peoples, were in part, the vil- 
lage Indians of the earliest white 
contacts. 

Says Dr. Wedel: “Concentration 
of the historic tribes—Kansa, Paw- 
nee, and others—into one or two 
large villages or towns for each tribe 
completed a long sequence of chang- 
ing settlement patterns. From small 
camps and loosely arranged rural 
hamlets, widely scattered and situ- 
ated on small creeks as often as on 
the larger rivers, these communities 
appear to have grown progressively 
larger in size and few in number 
until they culminated in compact 
towns, sometimes fortified, of many 
hundreds of persons residing along 
the major streams.” 

There is a great deal of evidence, 
Dr. Wedel says, of contacts between 
the pre-historic Kansas and Pueblo 
people of the upper Rio Grande. 
These appear to have been strongest 
between the 15th and 18th centuries. 
The contacts had no particular ef- 
fect, however, on the dominant pat- 
tern of Great Plains culture. 

“So far as we know,” Dr. Wedel 
says, “no part of the State was con- 
tinuously uninhabitable om unusable 
to man within the time span of his 
inferred presence there. The man- 
ner in which he utilized the land- 
scape, however, varied, reflecting the 
environmental stresses on his cul- 
ture.” 

There appears to have been a 
marked reduction in the territory 
used for farming just before the first 
white men and the horse arrived, the 
farmers of western Kansas being re- 
placed by wandering bison hunters. 
Droughts, Dr. Wedel believes, may 
have been a major factor in the 


change.

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Questions and Answers

Q: Is Felix Adler still clowning? 


A: Felix Adler died February 1, 
1960. He spent fifty years under the 
big top entertaining children and 
grownups alike with his white face 
and trained porkers. 


Q: Can anyone become a member 
of the Circus Historical Society? 


A: Article II of this organization’s 
constitution reads: “Membership in 
the Society shall be open to collec- 
tors only, to man or woman, of good 
character, who has attained the age 
of eighteen years.” This has been the 
dominant policy of the : 
throughout its history. No restric- 
tions, however, are placed upon a 
member’s collecting interest or choice 
of material. 


Q: Did P. T. Barnum really ex- 
hibit George Washington’s nurse? 


A: This was one of Barnum’s more 
successful fake freaks. Her name 
was Joice Heth and she was an old 
Negro woman whom he bought for 
one thousand dollars. 


Q: Do circus elephants ever get 
ill? 


A: Fortunately, circus elephants 
are not often ill, but when they de- 
velop a pain they are difficult to doc- 
tor. Crafty patients that they are, 
they can detect medicine in food and 
usually refuse it. For this reason, 
many circus trainers still marvel at 
the mysterious poisoning of the Ring- 
ling elephants in Atlanta, Ga., in 
1941. It surprised elephant men that 
the elephants did not detect the ar- 
senic, 


Q: Is Clown Alley a street of some 
kind? 


A: Clown Alley is not a street. 
It is the area in the men’s dressing 
tent where these Merry Andrews 
have their trunks and costume racks, 
and where the clowns spend most of 
their spare time. 


Q: Why don’t clowns ever say any- 
thing? 


A: Who could hear them if they 
did? Talking jesters were an im- 
portant factor in the small, old-time 
circuses. But with the increasing ex- 
pansion of the canvas arena, the 
techniques and routines had to 
change. Pantomime replaced spoken 
jokes and to be seen at all clowns 
had to be hired by the dozens.

Q: What are circus aerial nets 
made of? 


A: Most nets today are made of 
nylon rope instead of the usual hard- 
twist cotton. In the early days of 
the circus, protective nets were 
made by fishermen and had knots at 
the joints which made them extreme- 
ly uncomfortable. 


Q: Who is the key person in an 
aerial act? 


A: The catcher is the key man. 
Nothing is going to happen as long 
as he just sits on his trapeze, but 
when he hangs down, start watching. 
Something is going to happen. 


Q: What kind of a man was Bai- 
ley of the Barnum and Bailey Cir- 
cus? 


A: James Anthony Bailey was an 
exacting taskmaster. He paid great 
attention to detail. Not one of the 
thousands in his employ ever worked 
as hard as he. The “Little Giant” 
preferred bachelors in his service for 
he considered wives nothing more 
than time-wasters, He had an in- 
stant distrust of anyone who carried 
a cane, and particularly so if the 
carrier happened to be one of his 
own agents. Bailey felt that the sim- 
ple matter of picking a cane up and 
putting it down took up too much 
of the time for which he was paying. 

The Bailey code was a strict one 
but the men who followed it did 
not go unrewarded. He was quick to 
pay generous salaries to persons who 
gave exceptional service on behalf of 
his show. Frequent and costly gifts 
were given out to faithful and trust- 
ed employees on his payroll. 


_Q: What is “The Mechanic” that 
riders talk about around a circus? 


A: “The Mechanic” is a piece of 
apparatus like a crane, with which 
trick riders all over the world are 
now taught to ride, and it was in- 
vented by Spenser Quinn Stokes, who 
was born in Cincinnati in 1819. 


Q: Was Goliath an elephant? 


A: Goliath was a great sea ele- 
phant that John Ringling bought in 
Hamburg. Actually, he bought two of 
these aquatic giants in order to elim- 
inate any element of competition. Af- 
ter the death of the first Goliath, 
the one in reserve at winter quar- 
ters was brought out and toured 
with the show until sold to the St. 
Louis Zoo. 








LORD Coat-of-Arms 


By HAZEL KRAFT EILERS 


This Armorial Bearing is found 
many times, illustrating genealogical 
records of the Lord family. It has 
been ascribed to Thomas Lord, one 
of the first settlers of Hartford, 
Conn. This Coat-of-Arms was regis- 
tered in the New England Register’s 
RoLL OF ARMS in 1931-2, but in 
1953 we find this correction concern- 
ing the crest: 

‘When the arms were registered in 
1931, the will of Dorothy Lord, widow 
of the immigrant Thomas Lord, had been 
lost to sight. It has since appeared and 
is in the Connecticut State Library, Pro- 
bate Division. It is dated February 8, 
1669 and is sealed with the arms reg- 
istered. The impression was never perfect 
and the part bearing the crest is broken. 
The crest is not a demi-bird, but ap- 
pears to be a demi-beast of some sort, 
probably a demi-hind because this is the 
erest on an old Lord hatchment pre- 
served in the Connecticut Historical So- 
eiety in Hartford. For this reason, the 
Committee on Heraldry has decided to 
register for the crest of the Lord family 
of Hartford: A demi-hind argent.’”’ 


While the crest is entirely differ- 
ent, this shields corresponds exactly 
with those of “Laward, alias Lord,” 
as given in Burke’s General Armory 
and in Berry’s Encyclopaedia. 


INTERPRETATION 


ARMS: Argent on a fesse gules be- 
tween three cinquefoils azure a 
hind passant between two pheons 
or. 


Crest: A demi-hind argent. 
Translated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A _ silver (argent) — shield, 


“Ht the Sign 
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across the center of which is a red 
(gules) band occupying one-third the 
width of the surface of the shield 
(fesse). On the band (fesse) is a 
hind (doe) in walking position (pas- 
sant) between two spearheads (phe- 
ons). All three of these symbols are 
of gold (or). The fesse lies between 
three (azure) blue cinquefoils, Crest 
—a silver (argent) doe cut off at 
the waist (demi-hind). 

The fesse is one of the nine so- 
called Honourable Ordinaries, 
straight sided figures one-third the 
width of the shield, first symbols 
used to identify men encased in ar- 
mour. It is the military girdle of 
honour. 

Cinquefoils, like all flowers, signi- 
fy hope and joy. 

The hind and doe are seldom used 
in Heraldry, as being unarmed with 
horns or antlers, they are considered 
of less worth as a military bear- 
ing. These animals are symbolical 
either of one skilful in music and 
a lover of harmony, or of one that 
is politic and well foresees his times 
and opportunities or again, of one 
who is unwilling to assail the enemy 
rashly, but rather desirous to stand 
on his own ground honestly than to 
annoy another wrongfully. These 
definitions may be summarized brief- 
ly to signify policy, peace and har- 
mony. The horns and antlers denote 
strength and fortitude, so the orig- 
inal bearer was, no doubt, a gentle 
man. 

Spearheads or pheons, say Guil- 
lim, an authority on Heraldic mean- 
ings, “Being apt and ready to pierce, 
they betoken a dexterity and nim- 
bleness of wit to penetrate and un- 
derstand matters of highest conse- 
quence.” 

Colors represent personal charac- 
teristics and are granted to the bear- 
er only if he possesses the partic- 
ular qualifications. Silver signifies 
sincerity and peace; red, courage and 
magnanimity; blue, loyalty and 
truth; and gold, generosity and ele- 
vation of mind. 

As I could not locate a drawing of 
the Coat-of-Arms for the Lord fam- 
ily of Hartford, Conn., showing the 
correct crest, this illustration shows 
only the shield, and lacks the crest, 
mantling and helmet—all of which 
should be added for a complete and 
artistic emblazon. 


THOMAS LORD OF HARTFORD 


Thomas Lord was born about 1585, 
the son of Richard and Joan Lord of 
Towcester, Northampton, England. 
Richard’s will, dated May 30, 1610,

and filed in the archives of North 

Hants, shows that he died leaving his 

wife Joan and three children: Thom- 

as, Elizabeth and Alice. In the Mar- 
riage License Book of Peterborough 
we find a record of a license issued 

“to Thomas Lord of Towcester, Feb- 

ruary 20, 1610-11 to marry Dorothy, 

daughter of Robert Bird of Towces- 
ter. 

In 1635 Thomas and Dorothy Lord 
elected to follow their eldest son to 
New England. The family (consist- 
ing of Thomas, aged 50, Dorothy 
aged 46, Thomas aged 16, Ann aged 
14, William aged 12, John aged 10, 
Robert aged 9, Annie aged 6, and 
Dorothy aged 4) embarked from Lon- 
don in the “Elizabeth and Ann.” 
Thomas, Sr. joined his son Richard 
and remained for the first year in 
Cambridge, Mass., as a merchant and 
mill owner. In 1686, in company with 
Rev. Mr, Thomas Hooker and his par- 
ty, he crossed the wilderness and 
became one of the founders and orig- 
inal proprietors of Hartford, Conn. 
As he was a man of position and 
influence, the name of Thomas Lord 
is inscribed on a monument in the 
old graveyard at the Center Church, 
Hartford, Conn. This monument was 
erected to honor the first settlers of 
the town. 

Thomas and Dorothy (Bird) Lord 
had eight children, all born in Eng- 
land. 

1. Richard was the eldest son and 
the first of the family to settle in 
New England. In 1632 he was a 
proprietor at Newton (later Cam- 
bridge), Mass., where he was ad- 
mitted freeman March 4, 1635. 
In 1635 he married Sarah Graves. 
He removed to Hartford, Conn., with 
his father and served as constable 
there in 1642, As a military captain 
and ship owner he was a prominent 
man and good citizen. At his death 
he left two daughters and an only 
son, also named Richard. This was 
probably the Richard Lord “lost at 
sea November 5, 1685, aged 49.” 
Father and son are both found listed 
in the Index of Ancestors published 
by the Society of Colonial Wars 
(1922): 

Lord, Capt. Richard 1611-1662. Cap- 
tain, 1st Troop, Colony of Connec- 
ticut, 1657-58. 

Lord, Richard 1636-1685, Connecti- 
cut Deputy 1669, et seq. 

2. Thomas, the second son, was 
born in 1619 and died in 1662. He 
settled in Wethersfield, Conn., where 
he served as physician and _ school 
teacher. He married Hannah Thur- 
ston September 28, 1652, They had 
issue three daughters: Mary, Han- 
nah and Dorothy. 

8. Ann, born in 1621, married 
Thomas Stanton in 1637. They had 
issue six sons and four daughters. 

4, William, born about 1628, died 
in 1678. He settled in Saybrook, 


Conn., married twice and had four- 
teen children. He also served: as a 
Deputy to the General Court. 

5. John was the fifth child. Some 
accounts skip lightly over his name— 
or, as stated in 'Goodwin’s Genealog- 
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ical Notes, “removed to parts un- 
known to the compiler.’”’ He married 
first Rebecca Bushnell, and second, 
May 15, 1648, to Adrean Baysey. 
Apparently he soon abandoned her 
and removed to Virginia. In Septem- 
ber, 1651, the General Court ordered 
the townsmen of Hartford to “re- 
quire of John Lord the wearing ap- 
parel of his wife and of a bed for 
her to lodge on.” On February 20, 
1663-4 he wrote from Virginia to his 
nephew, Richard Lord, and promised 
“if the next season was favorable 
to tobacco,” to pay his debts. Every 
family has its dud. 

6. Robert was born about 1626-7. 
He settled for awhile in Boston, as 
a merchant and sea captain. He mar- 
ried Rebecca, daughter of Christo- 
pher Stanley, and died in London, 
England. The Carhart Genealogy 
states that Rebecca and Robert Lord 
each inherited 1,000 acres of land in 
York County, Maine, from Major 
William Phillips. Mr. Phillips was 
Rebecca (Stanley) Lord’s mother’s 
second husband, Robert and Rebecca 
had four children: Robert, Thomas, 
Mary, wife of Thomas Carhart, and 
Sarah. 

7, Annie or Amy, born about 1629, 
was the wife of Corporal John Gil- 
bert. She died in 1691. 

The youngest child, named after 
her mother, was born in 1681. She 
married John Ingersol as his third 
wife, in 1651. They lived in North- 
ampton where she died January 3, 
1657. 


SOME OTHER BRANCHES 


Robert Lord, progenitor of another 
family of Lords, was born about 
1603. He appears to have been a 
son of widow Catharine Lord who 
was of Ipswich, Mass., in 1637. He 
died in August, 1683, inwhis 80th 
year. He was a freeman of Ipswich, 
March 8, 1636, deputy to the Gen- 
eral Court in 1638, and for many 
years was town clerk and clerk of 
the court. In 1630 he married Mary, 
daughter of Samuel and Mary 
(Ward) Waite of Wethersfield, Conn. 
They had issue: Thomas, Samuel, 
Abigail, Nathaniel, Robert, Sarah, 
Joseph, Susannah and Hannah. 

Widow Catharine Lord also had 
three daughters: 

1. Faith—born about 1600, died 
November 10, 1679, in Ipswich, Mass. 
She married twice. First to Edward 
Brown, and second to Daniel War- 
ner June 1, 1660. 

2. Grace—wife of Robert Fitts of 
Salisbury, Mass., died April 25, 
1684. ee 

8. Anna—married to William Bar- 
tholomew of Ipswich, Mass. He was 
a son of William and Friswide (Met- 
calfe) Bartholomew. 

William Lord, born in 1575, was 
another early settler of the name. He 
resided in Salem, Mass., and died 
about 1672, leaving no issue. He 
willed all his property to William 
Lord, presumed to be his nephew. 
This second William Lord (1620- 
1685) was a planter, and freeman 
in Salem in 1640. In 1653 he married 
Jane, daughter of Thomas and Ruth 


Gray, of Marblehead, Mass. They had 
issue: Abigail, wife of Samuel Gray 
of Salem; William (1656-1705); and 
Elizabeth, born in 1659. This Eliza- 
beth married William Godsoe of Sa- 
lem, and in 1684 they were impli- 
cated in the Capt. Corwin burgtary 
and branded with the letter “B”. 
After this episode they disappeared 
from Salem. (Another dud) William 
and Jane Lord also had six other 
children: Margaret, Joseph, Jere- 
miah, Jane, Rowland and Dinah. 


CREST CORNER 

As an interesting sidelight, and a 
bit of Americana, I would like to 
pass along the contents of a letter I 
received from Eleanor H. Wuest 
(Mrs. Gebhard P. Wuest) of Flush- 
ing, Long Island, N. Y. In her letter 
of January 10, 1960, she writes: 


In your interesting article in 
the January issue of HOBBIES 
you refer to one of the ancestors 
of the Orr family by the name of 
Mary Ball opening an Inaugura- 
tion Ball by dancing with Presi- 
dent Washington. You add, ‘I 
wonder why the “First Lady” did 
not have this honor.’ 


I think, I have the answer to 
this question. I recently, pur- 
chased a book entitled Behind the 
Scenes by Elizabeth Keckley, a 
one time slave and later a dress- 
maker and maid to Mrs. Abraham 
Lincoln.

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In describing her experiences 
she says: “In 1864 the receptions 
again commenced at the White 
House. For the first two years of 
Mr. Lincoln’s administration, the 
President selected a lady to join 
in the promenade with him, which 
left Mrs. Lincoln free to choose 
an escort from among thé distin- 
guished gentlemen that always 
surrounded her on such occasions.

the Foraminifera 


Trillions of trillions of invisibly 
small animals are major builders of 
parts of the planet’s crust. 

In the past several hundred million 
years they have made limestone 
floors as much as 100 feet thick. 
They have been contributors to the 
rocks of some islands - about 30 per- 
cent, for example, of the West Indian 
island of Barbados. There are count- 
less numbers of them almost every- 
where in the present oceans, and 
almost one-third of the floors in the 
deep parts of the oceans are com- 
posed largely of the remains of these 
animals.

are too small to be seen without the 
aid of a microscope. Probably the 
largest collection of these creatures 
in the world is in the Smithsonian 
Institution, where they are being 
classified and studied. 

These animals are the Foramini- 
fera, most of which are about the 
size of fine grains of sand. They 
constitute a major animal order. 
Each is a single cell, living in a 
single or several “chambers” of a 
hard, decay-resistant shell composed 
of a limy substance (carbonate of 
calcium). In many species, however, 
the shell is “agglutinated,” or made 
of tiny sand or other foreign parti- 
cles held together by a “cement” pro- 
duced by the animal. 

These tiny creatures live in pro- 
lific numbers in the surface waters 
and on the bottoms of the present 
oceans. They are also abundant in 
rock deposits formed under the sea 
millions of years ago. Over 20,000 
species of Foraminifera have been 
identified. Because of their great 
abundance and their limy shell, which 
is preserved in mud after the death 
of the animal, the Foraminifera are 
important aids in interpreting condi- 
tions in the geologic past. 

Of particular interest are those 
Foraminifera which live in the sur- 
face layers of the oceans, the so- 
called “pelagic” forms. When they 
die they sink to the bottom of the 
sea floor where the shells are pre- 
served in the mud. In the deep ocean 
areas far removed from land the 
amount of shells is actually greater 
than the amount of mud on the sea 
floor, and these form deposits known 
as “globigerina” ooze. It is esti- 
mated that close to 30 percent of 
the ocean bottoms are composed of 
this ooze. Because of their formation 
at great oceanic depths and distance 
from land, fossil oozes are not nor- 
mally found as rock exposed on land. 

This process has been going on, ac- 
cording to recent findings, since the 
Cretaceous geological period, when 
the mammals were in the early 
stages of their development and the 
lands were inhabited mostly by dino- 
saurs. 

The bottom-living Foraminifera, 
the so-called “benthonic” forms, have 
been important rock builders in the 
past. These rock builders live in 
shallow water, close to shore and 
in areas where there is little or no 
mud. During a long period of time, 
the shells of these animals accumu- 
late into masses many feet thick. 
Under increasing pressure these 
masses of limy shells are compressed 
into a form of limestone and form 
permanent strata. Noteworthy in 
this respect are the nummulites, 
which are unusually large for For- 
aminifera, some having the size and 
shape of silver dollars. They flour- 
ished in southern European and 
North African coastal waters during 
the Eocene geological epoch, nearly

60,000,000 years ago, and were res- 
ponsible for large limestone deposits. 
The stone in the pyramids of Egypt 
is composed largely of the shells of 
nummulites. 

Because lime is soluble in very 
cold waters, Foraminifera are not 
found in the very deepest parts of 
the ocean basins. Water tempera- 
ture decreases with depth and as the 
shell sinks it enters colder and colder 
water. Eventually, the shell may dis- 
solve. The temperature at great 
depths in some areas of the Arctic 
and Antartic is actually below freez- 
ing.

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“Statistics from antique dealers 
and auction houses support these 
predictions especially in the case of 
furnishings turned out by the master 
craftsmen of Paris in the 1700s. 
Fine examples rose 225 per cent in 
value in 1958 and 150 per cent in 
1959—a record equaled by few stock 
issues. 

“A lacquered commode mounted in 
gilded bronze by Caffieri brought 
$48,000 at an auction here last No- 
vember, the highest price for a piece 
of furniture paid at an American 
auction since the _ pre-depression 
splurge year of 1928. Similar large 
items—especially Louis XV _  com- 
modes, desks and tables—are bring- 
ing prices ranging from $20,000 to 
$40,000. 

“Modern _ sculpture, 
works of Sir Jacob Epstein, Henry 
Moore, and Jacques Lipchitz, and 
the work of the late abstractionist 
Jackson Pollock, rose about 100 per 
cent. The post impressionist French 
painters, which have led the art in- 
vestment market for a decade, ta- 
pered off to a mere 80 per cent 
appreciation in value, while Picasso 
dropped to 40 per cent. 

“No one knows what the next col- 
lector’s cycle will feature, but there 
are signs that oriental art, old mas- 
ter paintings, and Gothic art may be 
the market leaders within a few 
years. These categories rose 50 per 
cent in value last year.” (U.P.I.)

“THE STARS 
FORETELL”

Astrology, the art of predicting fu- 
ture events from a study of the mo- 
tions and relative positions of the 
stars (from the Greek word 
“ASTRA”), became very prominent at 
an early period among the Babylo- 
nians who had previously worshipped 
the sun and the moon. It was brought 
to Greece in the 4th century, B.C., 
and later was introduced into Egypt 
and Rome. The old literatures of 
these peoples, as well as the Bible, 
make many references to the im- 


portance of the astrologers and sooth- 
sayers. This ancient science was fur- 
ther developed by the Arabs from 
the 7th to the 13th century, and in 
Europe in the 14th and 15th centu- 
ries astrologers were dominating in- 
fluences at court where they were 
the chief advisers of the kings, This 
study of the stars and planets and 
their influence on people is consid- 
ered the most valuable of supersti- 
tions, for without it men might never 
have learned to map out the stars 


and discover the movements of the 
heavenly bodies. 

According to history, astrology 
(and astronomy) also played an im- 
portant role in the development of 
playing cards. Regarding a pack of 
52 cards, it is said “the 12 Honours 
of the pack are emblematic of the 
12 signs of the Zodiac, also the 12 
months of the Solar year, and each 
of these is divided into 30 degrees, 
as the honour cards are equivalent 
to ten in value, and if we multiply 
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30x 12, or 360, we have the number 
of degrees into which the Equator 
is still divided. The colours red and 
black, answer to the great division 
of the year into two equal parts, 
from soltice to soltice and equinox 
to equinox, The four suits indicate 
the four seasons. The whole number 
of cards in the pack is 52, equal to 
the number of weeks in each year.” 

Fortune-telling and divination is 
the oldest of all uses of games of 
chance and it is believed that the 
simplified four-suit pack of cards had 
its evolution from the early fortune- 
telling Italian tarot cards. These 
tarot cards have been traced from 
Egypt and were connected with 
Egyptian mythology and symbolism, 
according to Court de Gebelin whose 
book “Le Jeu des Tarots” was pub- 
lished in Paris, in 1781. The tarots 
of Mantegna are the earliest en- 
geraved Italian cards of which there 
were 50 with mythological or allegor- 
ical subjects representing the differ- 
ent states of life, the muses, the vir- 
tues, the planets, the liberal arts and 
the sciences, These have since been 
ascribed to Botticelli and Baldini. 

Astronomy was not forgotten in 
the early educational series of cards. 
A pack of 52 cards, with an addi- 
tional two cards describing their use, 
was published about 1640. These 
ecards have the ordinary suit marks 
and values printed at the top of each 
one, and the values on the Coat cards 
are given in Roman numerals. The 
odd-numbered cards have a circle 
with the signs of the Zodiac, and the 
even-numbered cards have 13 num- 
bered answers. On each King are 
five questions and according to direc- 
tions, “when any person is desirous 
to try their fortune, let them go to 
one of the four Kings and choose 
what question they please.” 

A series of astronomical cards pub- 
lished in Nurnberg in 1656*are un- 
colored wood-block prints showing 
the orbits of the sun, the moon, the 
earth, and Venus, Saturn, Mars and 
Mercury. The astronomical drawing 
occupies most of the card, but there 
is an explanation in German below 
each one. A later series of Nurnberg 
was designed by a mathematician, Jo-

There 
is a title and a frontispiece card, the 
other 52 hand-colored cards having 
the usual German suit signs in addi- 
tion to a representation of a constel- 
lation and its description. 

In 1676 a pack of cards was ad- 
vertised as follows: “The use of As- 
tronomical playing cards teaching 
any ordinary capacity by them to be 
acquainted with all the stars of the 
Heaven, to know their place in 
Heaven, Colour, Nature, and Big- 
ness; as also the Poetical Reasons 
for every Constellation; a very use- 
ful present and delightful for all lov- 
ers of ingenuity.” 

“The Elements of Astronomy and 
Geography explained in forty cards, 
beautifully engraved and coloured by 
the Abbe Paris” was published in 
1795 by John Wallis. These were en- 
graved with a scientific diagram on 
one side and on the other side was 
the explanation. In 1828 C. Hodges 
of England published a series of 36 
cards showing the constellations and 
four which were emblematic of the 
seasons. With this pack is “A Brief 
Explanation of the Constellations 
represented by the New Astronom- 
ical Cards.” The second issue of these 
increased to 52 cards with twelve 
court cards which showed mytholog- 
ical figures. Suit signs were also 
added showing red chalices, blue pike 
heads, green trefoils, and golden dia- 
monds, which were used in geograph- 
ical series of 1820. At about this same 
time Reynolds and Son put out a 
pack of fortune-telling cards with 
the conventional suit signs and in 
addition an amusing illustration with 
its meaning written below. The red 
suits are printed entirely on red, and 
the black on black. An interesting 
series of fortune-telling cards was 
printed by Gaudais of France in 
1830 known as the “Jeu de la Sybelle 
des Salons.” This 52 card pack had 
whimsical hand-colored lithographic 
illustrations designed by Mansion, a 
well known caricaturist of the time, 
and were quite charming. 

It is said that Napoleon whiled 
away many tedious hours of his cap- 
tivity by playing cards, and that he 
never entered on any enterprise or 
military operation without consult- 
ing a peculiar pack of cards, which 
were not provided with the customa- 
ry marks of suits, in fact, were not 
divided into any suits at all. These 
cards were smaller than those gen- 
erally used and were printed in black 
on yellow pasteboard. Each card was 
surrounded with the signs of the Zo- 
diac, and was divided by a black 
line drawn through its center, and 
always contained two little pictures, 
one above and one below this line. 
Rings, Hearts, Roses, Cupids, Ladies, 
Kings and Queens were displayed on 
them. It was evident that these were 
not intended to be used for any game, 
but were only for purposes of divi- 
nation. 

And so, if you would know your 
fortune, seek out a pack of these old 
astrological cards, According to leg- 
end, “the stars foretell, they love 
you well.”

matter. As you are well aware, 
the President, at every reception, 
selects a lady to lead the prom- 
enade with him. Now it occurs to 
me that this custom is an absurd 
one.

And yet, he offers his arm to any 
other lady in the room, making 
her first with him and placing me 
second. The custom is an absurd 
one, and I mean to abolish it. The 
dignity that I owe to my posi- 
tion, as Mrs. President, demands 
that I should not hesitate any 
longer to act.’ 

“Mrs. Lincoln kept her word. 
Ever after this she either led the 
promenade with the President, or 
the President walked alone or with 
a gentleman. The change was re- 
marked but the reason why it was 
made, I believe, was never gen- 
erally known.” 





Isn’t that a fascinating story? In 
keeping, too, with the characteriza- 
tion of Mrs. Lincoln that has been 
built up through the years.

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ARTHROPOD EVOLUTION 


A simple, segmented sea-bottom 
worm of more than 500,000,000 years 
ago probably was the ancestor of all 
the arthropods (true insects, spiders, 
crustaceans, etc.) 

From this primitive creature arose 
not only the arthropods, but also the 
enigmatic Peripatus or Onychophora, 
one of the most primitive of extant 
animals, found in damp forest floors 
of Africa and South America. This 
Peripatus sometimes has been de- 
scribed as a living link between 
worms and insects, It combines many 
arthropod characters in a worm- 
shaped body. Actually it is only a 
representative from a collateral line. 

This concept of arthropod evolu- 
tion is presented by Dr. R. E. Snod- 
grass, research associate of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, in a report just 
published by the Institution. From 
the same ancestor in still another 
line, Dr. Snodgrass believes, came the 
present annelid worms, such as the 
earthworms and leeches. 

The ancestors of both arthropods 
and Peripatus, he says, seem to have 
been worms that developed lobelike 
appendages on sides and bottom, and 
thus became crawling or walking ani- 
mals, These appendages later were 
to become legs. The ancestors pre- 
sumably lived in shallow water where 
they crawled on the pottom, over 
rocks, and on various water plants. 

Quite different over a half billion 
years, Dr. Snodgrass says, have been 
the paths of Peripatus and its close 
relatives of the past and the insects. 
The former has undergone almost 
no change, as shown by fossil im- 
prints, since it appeared first in the 
early Cambrian, the first period of 
known life on earth. Insects, on the 
other hand, have branched out into 
a great variety of forms well fitted 
for life in various environments— 
to the extent that they have become 
serious competitors even of man. It 
sometimes has been said that they 
will “inherit the earth.” 

The Peripatus, carrying in its bo- 
dy many arthropod-like characters in- 
dicating a close relationship, has 
never developed a sclerotized integu- 
ment (shell). Thus it remains entire- 
ly dependent on moisture and still 
must live in permanently damp plac- 
es. The rate of water loss from the 
body, it has been pointed out, is 
twice that of an earthworm and 80 
times that of a cockroach. This wa- 
ter loss constantly must be replaced. 

The land-dwelling arthropods, on 
the other hand, have not been handi- 
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capped by living in dry environments 
and their sclerotic shells have made 
easier the evolution of skeleto-muscle 
mechanisms which have been a major 
factor in their evolutionary success. 

With the development of more com- 
plex structures, Dr. Snodgrass’s re- 
port points out, has been the neces- 
sity that the animal know how to 
use them. The insects seem to know 
instinctively how to use each part. 
So, parallel with this line of devel- 
opment, a new sensory-motor sys- 
tem must have been developed with- 
in the nervous system, but at pres- 
ent, says Dr. Snodgrass, nothing is 
known of the nervous apparatus in- 
volved. 

Although it can be assumed, he 
says, that all the arthropods came 
from aquatic stock, there is no evi- 
dence as to how or when they came 
out of the water. It has been sug- 
gested that the most primitive forms 
first penetrated the earth along the 
shore and were soil dwellers, grad- 
nally making their way to the sur- 
face and into the air. 

With the acqnisition of organs of 
flight, Dr. Snodgrass says, “insects 
have overpnopulated the earth, and 
their descendants have come into 
competition with the descendants of 
Homo sapiens.” 





LONG-TONGUED BATS 
POLLINATE FLOWERS 


There is a close association be- 
tween a number of flowering plants 
of the American tropics and various 
long-tongued bats. 

These flowers are pollinated by 
nectar-loving flying mammals. rather 
than by insects as are the maiority 
of plants. This is reported in the 
Journal of the Washington Academy 
of Sciences by Dr. Jose Cuatrecasas, 
Smithsonian Institution botanist. af- 
ter a study of plants collected in 
Columbia and Panama by the Ger- 
man explorers Dr. Stefan Vogel and 
Dr. Helmut Sturm of the University 
of Mainz. 

The two German scientists were 
especially interested in the bat pol- 
lenization of so-called ‘‘chiroptero- 
philous” (bat-loving) plants of the 
New World jungles. The pheno- 
menon previously had been reported 
for about 20 genera of flowering 
plants from southeast Asia, but there 
were only two reliable records from 
the Americas. 

With their long tongues the nec- 
tar-seeking bats (subfamily Glosso- 
phaginae) are well equipped to carry 
pollen from one blossom to another. 

The plants were sent to the Smith- 
sonian for botanical identification. 
They represent approximately ten 
genera. The most prominent among 
these belong to the Solanaceae, the 
deadly-nightshade potato family, 
which occurs in the jungles as small 
herbs, shrubs, and trees. Some are 
quite poisonous and several contain 
strong narcotic substances. From 
the material gathered by the Ger- 
man collectors, Dr. Cuatrecasas 
found three hitherto unknown species.
